UNIVERSITIES IN INDIA 
Historical Note by Prof. Samuel Mathai 


Secretary, Inter-University Board of India, V948— 1953. 

A historical note on Indian Universities will not go back to 
at centres of higher education in the Brahininical, the 
Mohammedan period, as with them the modern 


Indian institutions have no relationship, but it has to start with 
the efforts of the Court of Directors of the East India Company 
for the spread of education in India. One of the Directors is 
reported to have said in 1792: “ We have just lost America from 
our folly, in having allowed the establishinent of schools and col- 
leges and it will not do for us to repeat the same act of folly in 
regard to India.” In 1797. however, Charles Grant considered 
it imperative to impart the knowledge of the English language 
to Indians: “ With our language much of our useful literature 
might, and would, in tine, be communicated. The Hindus would 
become acquainted with the history of their own species, the past 
and present state of the world." In. 1815. the East India Com- 
pany decided to set apart а sum of not less than one lakh of 
Rupees cach year for the revival and improvement of literature 
as also for the introduction and promotion of a knowledge of the 
sciences. Cultured Indians were also conscious of this need and 
in 1823 Ram Mohan Roy expressed disappointment at the 
establishment of a Sanskrit school in Calcutta as that could only 
load the minds of Youth with grammatical niceties and meta- 
physical disquisitions. He wanted the Governinent to promote 
а more liberal system of instruction embracing Mathematics, 
mistry and Anatomy, with other useful

‘The next landmark in the history of Indian Universities was 
the appointment by Lord Curzon, of a Universitiesi Commission 
inthe verr 1902. ‘Phe recon mendations of tie Commission 
were mainly in the direction of reforms in the constitutions of 
Universities, ** the educational standaids should be allowed а 
predominant influence in them." An enactment for amending the 
law relating to Universities in India came into effect on the Ist 
September, 1904 and new Senates and Syndicates were formed in 
accordance with the provisions of the new code. This Act laid 
new responsibilities upon Universities as regards both their 
control of alliliated colleges and their own teaching functions. 


The Universities of India were not originally teaching bodies, 
but the Act of 1904 specified the provision of instruction as one 
of their duties and gave them the power of appointing professors 
and lecturers, of holding and managing endowments, and of 
erecting, equipping and maintaining University libraries, labora- 
tories and muscums. ‘Though the bulk of the teaching continued 
to be in affiliated colleges, a certain amount of higher instruction 
began to be concentrated under University management.

A University 
was also established in the same year at Rangoon to satisfy the 
aspirations of Burma. The University of Lucknow was incor- 
porated in December, 1920. ‘The University of Dacca came 
into existence on the Ist of July, 1921. The Imperial. Capital 
of Delhi obtained a University of its own by Act VII of 1922. 
The Central Provinces which had to be content till then with 
the affiliation of their colleges to the University of Allahabad 
obtained a new University of their own at Nagpur in 1923.

Though the recommendations of the Calcutta University 
Commission have not been given effect to in any substantial 
manner in the University of Calcutta for which they were pri- 
marily intended, they have been responsible for many changes in 
the organisation of higher education in the United Provinces. 
After the foundation of the unitary, teaching and residential 
Universities of. Banaras, Aligarh, and Lucknow the constitution 
of Allahabad was also changed in 1922, making it a University 
of the unitary type though the associated col'eges continued to 
be controlled by it till July, 1927. The formation of the Agra 
University during the year, however, freed Allahabad completely 
from its external jurisdiction and it now functions entirely as a 
University of the unitary type. Agra is an affiliating University 
having jurisdiction over the colleges scattered in all parts of the 
United Provinces. The establishment of the Rajputana Uni- 
versity at Jaipur in 1947 relieved Agra of responsibility for Uni- 
versity education in Rajputana. 


Another notable feature in connection with the Universities 
in the United Provinces is that except in the case of Aligarh and 
Banaras, Intermediate Education has been removed from their 
control with the formation of a separate Board of High school 
and Intermediate Education in 1921, established by a special 
Act of the Legislature, m accordance with one of the most 
important recommendations of the Calcutta University Cor. 
mission. Similarly in Rajputana and Central India Interme- 
diate education is controlled by the Board of High School and 
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mediate Education for Rajputana (including wee

The University of Caleutta may be 
aoe P» have entered upon an entirely new chapter in her history 
ah the Indian Universities Act of 1904, and the constitution 
аз again been amended, more than once, since that date. It has 
now extensive and well-established teaching departments, 
though it still continues to be one of the largest affiliating Uni- 
versities in India. ‘The University о! Bombay underwent 
complete reorganization by the Act of 1928. which reduced the 
proportion of the nominated to the elected members of the 
Senate and enabled various popular Interests to be represented 
on it. By the new Act, the executive functions of the University 
аге carried on by the Syndicate, while the academic work is 
looked after by the Academic Council. „In the case of the Uni- 
versity of Madras, the Indian Universities Act of 1904 has been 
superseded by the Madras University Act of 1923, with а visw to 

establishing a teaching and residential University at Madras, 
while enabling the University to exercise due control over the 
quality of the teaching given by constituent and affiliated col- 
leges. This Act has again been amended by Act XII of ] 929. 


The year 1926 witnessed the beginning of important Univer- 
sity developments in the Madras Presiden y with th 
ment of th: Andhra University 
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distinctive. areas, the Hindi-speaking and the Marathi-speaking 
ones, have felt the necessity of a second University, and a generous 
donation by Sir Hari Singh Gour led to the foundation of a 
University at Saugar in 1946. The Rajputana States, after a 
considerable amount of discussion, decided to have a University 
of their own with headquarters at Jaipur which started function- 
ing in 1947. Itis an affiliating University having under its 
jurisdiction the Colleges in Udaipur, Jaipur, Jodhpur, Bikaner, 
Alwar and Kotah. 


With the partition of India the old University of the Panjab 
was no longer able to cater to the needs of Eastern Panjab which 
has now a University of its own with temporary headquarters 
at Solan. Political exigencies have also led to the formation in 
1949 of the University of Jammu and Kashmir with its head- 
quarters at Srinagar. 


With independence there has come a new desire to preserve 
and develop local cultures and one consequene of this has been 
the establishment of new Universities intended chiefly to cater 
to the special cultural and intellectual needs of certain regions. 
Thus the University of Poona was established in 1948, and the 
Maharaja Sayajirao University of Baroda in 1949. 


Proposals are afoot for a new Karnatak University at Dhar- 
war, and a Madhyabharat University at Indore. Active atten- 
tion is being given to the question of founding other Universities 
in certain other regions.

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THE INTER-UNIVERSITY BOARD, INDIA 


The need for co-ordination in the work of the Universities in 
India was expressed by the Calcutta University Commission in 
their Report, and in 1924, acting on a resolution passed by the 
Congress of the Universities of the Empire, the Indian Delegates 
to the Congress passed a resolution recommending to the Univer- 
sitie s of India, that an Association or a Committee of Represent- 
atives of different Indian Universities be formed, with the object 
of dealing with questions affect ng their mutual and common 
interest. It was suggested in particular that such an association, 
if formed, should go into the question of certain difficulties 
which might arise owing to the conditions of admission of students 
to certain courses and examinations of the Universities of the 
United Kingdom not being suited to the qualifications which 
students from Indian Universities could present. The. Lytton 
Committee on Indian students in England also hoped that 
the Indian University authorities would take steps at an early 
date to establish an Inter-University Board for the purpose of 
co-ordinating the courses of study in India and securing uni- 
formity in their recognition abroad. The Indian Universities 
Conference held at Simla, in May 1924. passed а resolution 
unanimously recommending to the Universities that it was desir- 
able that an Inter-University Organization should be established. 
The functions to be assigned to it were the following :

classes for the purpose of preparing students for admission to 
the University, beyond a period of five years from the com- 
mencement of the Allahabad University Act, 1921, save with 
the previous sanction of the Local Government and for such 
period as the Local Government may direct, but under 
the Agra University Act (Section 39) this restriction on the 
maintenance of the Intermediate classes has been removed and 
it no longer applies to the affiliated colleges of the U niversity, 
which are permitted to maintain or comprise classes, alsó in 
preparation for the Intermediate Examination of the Board 
of High School and Intermediate Education of the Uttar 
Pradesh or of Madhya Bharat Secondary Education Board or of 
Central Board of Secondary Education, Ajmer. The Univer- 
sity, however, exercises control over the quality and the character 
of teac hing given in the degree and post-graduate classes only, 
and not in the Intermediate classes in the affiliated colleges 
Which is the special feature of the Agra University Act.

ALLAHABAD UNIVERSITY 
Introductory: Character of the University 


Founded in 1887, the University concerned itself mainly 
with examinations, having no teaching staff except that of its 
School of Law until 1914. Subsequently it established Chairs 
and Readerships, etc., for research work in Economics, Ancient 
Indian Culture, Modern Indian History for graduate students. 
In January 1922 was passed an Act which came into operation 
in July 1922 for the re-organisation of the University as a Unitary, 
‘Teaching and Residential institution with control over the quality 
and character of the teaching in Associated Colleges. The 
Muir Central and Law Colleges became the nucleus of a teaching 
University, the jurisdiction of which was limited to territorial 
area of ten miles from the Conyocation Hallof the University. 
Within this area there are three institutions which supplement 
Instruction given in the University, iz, the Ewing Christian 
College, the Kayastha Раза College and the Agricultural 
College. ‘The Women’s Department undertakes full instruc- 
tion for the degree course. By Act VHI of 1926 a University 
Was established at Agra and the control of the Associated Col- 
leges was transferred to и. The new Act, which came into force 
with effect from Ist July 1927, has set the Allahabad University 
free to function as а Unitary, Teaching and Residential Uni- 
versity by relieving it of the responsibility of controlling the 
quality and character of the teaching given in its name by the 
Associated Colleges and placing such responsibility upon the new 
University. Tutorial instruction is regularly imparted in the 
University. 'There are Diploma Courses in Local Self-Govern- 
ment and Indian Music, and Certificate Courses in Laboratory 
Workshop Training, Social Service, and Photography and a 


department of Fine Arts including music.

Introduction 


The Andhra University, Waltair, was constituted to provide 
the Andhra Districts of the Madras Presidency with a University 
of their own. The affiliated and Oriental colleges provide 
courses of study qualifying students for admission to University 
examinations including those in Oriental Languages, but ex- 
cluding those for Honours degrees. 


‘The University College of Arts : nd Commerce was opened on 
Ist July, 1931 ; the Jeypore Vikrama Deo College of Science and 
Technology on 4th July 1932 ; the Erskine College of Natural 
Sciences was opened in June 1941, and the University College of 
Law in July 1945. 

Consequent on the bombing of Vizagapatam, the Heag. 
quarter was temporarily shifted to Guntur in April 1942. In 
January 1946, the University was shifted back to Waltair. "The 
University College of Law which was temporarily located at 
Masulipatam was shifted to Waltair in May 1949.

Residence and Cost of Living 
The University Regulations require every student of the 
University to reside in a University Hostel or, ihe isa student of 
a constituent college, ina college hostel, unless allowed by the 
Vice-Chancellor or the Pro-Vice-Chancellor to reside with his 
parents or guardians under prescribed conditions, The ma- 
jority of the students live in the hostels which are under the 
supervision of the Students’ Residence Committee which deals 
with all questions relating to residence and social life in the 
Hostels. There are at present twelve hostels on the University 
grounds accommodating over three and a half thousand students 
and two more in the city accommodating over 200 students. 
All the hostels are under the care and management of Wardens, 
Chief Wardens and the Provost. Special care is taken of the 
health of boarders and qualified Medical Officers have 
been appointed for the purpose. Besides these hostels there are 
about ten approved lodges in which nearly one thousand students 
reside. All the approved lodges are also under the care and 
management of Wardens and Chief Wardens. 


International House _ 


With the incrcase in the number of foreign students in the 


<“ 
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University, the University authorities have allotted one large 
fully equipped bungalow for the residence of foreign students 
coming for study in this Univerity from many parts of the world, 
such as, Afghanistan, the Federation of Malaya, Nepal, Fiji, 
Ceylon, East Africa, Japan, the U. S. A., China, France etc. 
This International House is under the care and management 
of a Warden, Dr. В.$. Choudhuri. All facilities including 
medical aid are provided. The cost of living is a little higher 
than that in the other hostels.

The cost of living (which has gone up considerably) in- 
cluding tuition fees varies from Rs. 70 to Rs. 125 according to 
The Faculty to which a student belongs, ‘The Students. of 
the College of Oriental Learning and ‘Theology are charged 
no fees for lodging, light, and service.

The students reside in the Khatau Makanji Hostel and in 
the New Hostel. 


Information Bureau 


The University has established an Information Bureau for 
advising students who wish to go abroad. Attempts have 
been made to collect information about many Universities and 
institutions in the United Kingdom and America. 


Provision for Safeguarding Health, Medical Inspection, 
Discipline, etc. 


There are medical officers in the University who reside in 
quarters assigned to them. They are not only required to at- 
tend to the medical needs of the residents in the University 
area but are also required to undertake the medical examina- 
tion of the boarders of the University once a year. 


The University maintains extensive play grounds covering 
300 acres of land furnishing ample facilities for football, cricket, 
tennis and other games, "The gymnasiums is equipped with all 
necessary fitting and facilities and a big stadium offers facilities 
for general Track Athletics and other sports as well. 


For maintaining discipline among students, the University 
has appointed a Chief Proctor and Proctors under him, who 
control the discipline of the students and decide their disputes, 
€tc., under certain rules and regulations. There are special 
rules of discipline for women students, 
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National Cadet Corps 


With the sanction of the Government of India the Uni- 
versity has started a Training Centre of the National Cadet 
Corps. Nearly 625 students are given military training. There 
are 14 instructors under the direct supervision of one Officer 
Commanding and a few Majors and Captains under him ap- 
pointed from among the teaching staff of the University,

Residence, Health and Discipline 


Physical Training is compulsory for all students of the 
University.

Zvery student is required as a condition of admission to 
the University to reside (either in the Hostels maintained or 
recognised by it or in approved lodgings) for not less than 
80 per cent of the number of days in a term in each academic 
year.

The total number of books in the Library which to a large 
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extent hasbeen created by bequests, special donations, and 
Government and University grants, is over Rs. 1,80,000. Тһе 
Library is housed in the Sayaji Rao Gaikwad Library for which 
the Maharajah of Baroda donated two lakhs of rupees. The 
books are classified according to the Dewey Decimal Classifi- 
cation Scheme and there is an up-to-date Card Catalogue 
of the Dictionary type adopting the Anglo-American Code of 
Cataloguing. Leading periodicals in Sciences and Humanities 
which are not received gratis are subscribed for. 


Reference and Readers’ advisory service is organized with a 
trained group of Reference Assistants. 


The University has been conducting a professional Diploma 
Course in Library Science under the Faculty of Arts, of the 
duration of an academic year, to impart training and study to 
graduates entering the Library profession. Steady progress 
has been maintained in this direction from 1942. ‘The U. P. 
Government has instituted a Scholarship of Rs. 2,000 per 
annum for the study of Library Science in this University, and 
the institution of higher degree courses has been engaging thc 
attention of the authorities.

BOMBAY UNIVERSITY 
Introductory: Character of the University 


This University was established in 1857 ; but, until the 
passing of the Indian Universities Act of 1904, the. Bombay 
University, in common with the others, was limited to the 
function of examining candidates and arranging for the courses 
of study which led up to their degrees. Under the Act of 1904, 
it acquired the right of organizing teaching, arranging for Uni- 
versity extension lectures, and of publishing such works as were 
necessary for the direct educational work it was to carry on. 
By the Act of 1928, the constitution of the University was con- 
siderably altered. By reducing the proportion of the nomina- 
ted to the elected members in the Senate, and by throwing open 
the door of the Senate to the representatives of a larger variety 
of interests, the new Act has ensured the independence of the 
University for all practical purposes, and made the University 
a more popular and representative institution than it ever was 
in the past. Under the new Act, the executive functions of the 
University are carried on by the Syndicate, апа most of the 
academic work is looked after by the Academic Council. 


Chiefly owing to lack of funds, the University was not able 
to undertake any new activities until 1912, when a liberal offer 
from the Government of India made it possible immediately to 
launch out in new directions. The Government of India offered 
to the University а non-recurring grant of five lakhs of rupees 
and a recurring grant of Rs. 45,000 for the purpose of develop- 
ing. its activities as a teaching body. As a resült; in 1913-14, 
.Sir Alfred Hopkinson of Manchester University was invited to 
India to advise as to possible and suitable lines of development 
and, in 1914, post-graduate lectures on the basis of the needs 
of the M.A. students were held for the first time: Since 1918-19, 
the scheme was somewhat ‘modified and placed on Inter-Gol- 
legiate lines.. The various colleges in Bombay arranged a 
considerable amount of post-graduate teaching, ‘which ‘was 
thrown open to qualified students of other colleges who were in- 
terested in the subjects or were working for the M.A. degree of 
the University. The University supplemented this teaching by 
arranging fora limited number of courses on its own account to 
deal with: matters in which it seemed essential to provide 
training but which were not adequately covered by the courses 


provided by the colleges.

The new Act makes a great advance over the Act of 1928 
in the matter of the University’s control over post-Intermediate 
instruction in the colleges. Under the Act of 1928, such control 
was distant and indirect. Under the new Act, the colleges 
become integral parts of a Federal University system and the 
University would be in a position to improve post-Intermediate 
instruction by husbanding the resources of the colleges, avoiding 
duplication and encouraging specialization. ‘The University 


itself can, under the new Act, undertake post-Intermediate 
instruction in its own institutions, if necessary. 


Constitution of the University 


The University is governed in accordance with the provisions 
of the Bombay University Act, 1953. The Senate is the supreme 
governing body of the University. The executive government is 
vested in the Syndicate. The other authorities of the University 
are the Faculties of Arts, Science, Technology, Law, Medicine 
and Commerce, the Academic Council, the Boards of University 
Teaching, Boards of Studies in the various Faculties and such 


other bodies as the Senate may declare by Statutes to be authori- 
ties of the University.

The University has also published Pali Text series edited 
by Prof. N. K. Bhagwat, Dr. Mackichan's translation of the 
introduction to two German books, Dr. Garbe's Bhagavagita, 
Roth's Nurukta, and Vedic selections, Some Prize Essays 
have also been published, 


Outstanding works written by Teachers and students of the 
School of Economics and Sociology are published in the Uni- 
versity Economics and Sociological Series which was started 
in 1946, 6 books—4 in Economics and 9 in Sociology—have 
so far been published in the series. 


The University also makes. grants of varying amounts to 
authors in aid of the cost of publication of research works. 


А few distinguished persons are invited every year to deliver 
extension lectures. 


University Journal 


The University conducts а journal, mainly intended to 
promote research work by the teachers and students of the 
University. It has five issues in a year commencing with July 
and devoted to (1 and 4) History, Economics and Sociology, 
(2) Arts, (3 and 5) Science, in the cyclic order. The Journal 
contains original contributions, but abstracts of these submitted 
for the post-graduate examinations of the University are also 
published. Its annual subscription is Rs. 12 for five issues, while

The total budget expenditure for the year 1952-53 has been 
estimated to be Rs. 27,66,949. 


A Provident Fund exists, and subscription to the Fund at the 
rate of 61 per cent on the monthly salary is obligatory on. every 
whole-time officer, teacher or servant appointed after the 315 
March, 1925, to a substantive appointment carrying a monthly 
salary of Rs, 30 upwards, and on every one appointed on or after 
the Ist January, 1947, to a substantive appointment carrying à 
salary of rupees fifty or upwards per mensem.

Universities Information Bureau 

Until January 1951 the Burcau was known as the Foreign 
Universities Information Bureau, but thereafter its name was 
changed to Universities Information Bureau as its activities were 
widened by adding а section of Indian Universities and educa- 
tional institutions in view of the great demand for information 
regarding facilities for studies available in Indian Universities 
and educational institutions. Consequential changes in the 
Ordinances pertaining to the Bureau were made. 

‘The Bureau has a library attached toit, There are cabinets 
in which are arranged alphabetically, prospectuses, handbooks 
and calendars at various юге Universities. Ihe sections in 
respect of U. 5. А, U- Ks Canada, Australia and Switzcrland 
are complete and up-to-date. With regard to India, the 
Bureau has recently received the latest prospectuses, handbooks 
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and calendars. ‘The library contains about 4000 books. It has 
sitting arrangement for about 15 readers. The library has 
neither a printed пога typed catalogue. Tt is proposed to have 
a card catalogue. With a view to increase administrative 
efficiency it is also proposed to have information card indexed 
in a classified form for ready reference. 


As many of the enquiries as can be answered from the 
material at the disposal of the Bureau are answered, the rest are 
referred to the Education Department of the Office of the High 
Commissioner for India, London; the Indian Embassy in 
Washington, U. S. A. and Indian Embassies in Switzerland, 
Czechoslovakia, Italy, Belgium, Japan as well as local authorities 
like the Central Overseas Information Bureau of the Govern- 
ment of India, New Delhi ; Inter-University Board of India at 
Delhi; U. S. Information Services, Bombay, the British 
Information Services, Bombay and the British Council, Bombay.

As a teaching instituion in performs 
therefore, the dual function of providing an outlet for graduates 
of the colleges and of supplying the demand for technologists 
capable of applying their knowledge to practical problems 
without unduly long apprenticeship in the factory. In the 
present stage of development of the Indian chemical industry 
it has been necessary to provide for specialisation in specific 
branches of chemical technology, as well as training in general 
and chemical engineering. The courses of study are so organised 
that instruction in the special subject is based on a firm founda- 
tion of chemical and engincering knowledge.

10 for Textile Chemistry, 3 for Technology of Plastics, 3 for 
Technology of Pigments, Paints and Varnishes, 5 for Technology 
of Oils, Fats and Waxes. These 21 seats are allocated to the

Introductory 


In July 1854, the Court of Directors sent out a Despatch 
to the Governor-General of India in Council, directing the orga- 
nization of the Universities of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay. 
In pursuance of that Despatch, the University of Calcutta was 
founded on 24th January, 1857. Аз regards its constitution, 
the University adopted, in the first instance, the form, govern- 
ment and regulations of the University of London, and gradually 
as necessity arose, changed and adapted them to the require- 
ments of its own students. 


The University of Caleutta was incorporated by an Act of 
the Legislative Gouncil (Act No. П of 1857) for the purpose of 
ascertaining by means of examination the persons who had ac- 
quired proficiency in the different branches of Literature, Science 
and Art, and of rewarding them by academical degrees.

The Gouncils of Post-graduate Teaching.—Post-graduate teaching 
in Calcutta is conducted only in the name and under the control of 
the University. For this purpose, three councils have been 
constituted, namely, the Council of Post-Graduate Teaching in 
Arts, the Council of Post-Graduate Teaching in Science, and the 
Council of Post-Graduate Teaching in Technology.

Library, Museums, Laboratories; etc. 


The University Library is under the management ol the 
Library Executive Committee, subject to the general control of 
the Syndicate. It is for the use of Resident Fellows, Registered 
Graduates, Research Scholars, Professors, Readers, Lecturers and 
Students of Post-graduate and Under-Graduate classes of this 
University, who are entitled to take out books from the Library: 
Every facility is given to students and research scholars to utilise 
the Library for the purpose of study and research from 7AM ш 
9 P.M., daily, excepting Sundays when the Library remains 
open from 12 noon to 4 РМ. The Library remains closed en 
authorised holidays. Other persons may also use the Library with 
the permission of the Library Committee on payment of a small 
fee of Rs. 2-8-0 for every six months and a deposit of Rs. 10 only, 
but they are not allowed to take out books from the Library Гог 
homeuse. ‘The Central Library of the University contains about 
249,109 volumes, including pamphlets, periodicals, a fairly large 
collection of Bengali, Sanskrit and Tibetan Manuscripts, Chinese, 
Japanese and Spanish printed books, Rotograph copies of Per- 
sian and. Arabic Manuscripts but excluding volumes belonging 
to other Libraries attached to the University, viz., Law College 
Library and Libraries of the different Departments of Science. 
The Departmental Science Libraries numbering thirteen arc 
controlled directly by the Central Library while the Law 
College Library has its own committee. 


The catalogue of the University Central Library is in cards ; 


books are arranged according to Dewey's Decimal System of 
classification. Budget grant for the financial year 1952-53 was 
Rs. 1,52,184 ; the amount provided for acquisition of books and 
periodicals, Rs, 66,150. 


There are Laboratories attached to each department of the 
University College of Science and also Museums attached to the 
Departments of Anthropology, Conunerce, and Ancient Indian 
History and Culture. 


Asutosh Museum of Indian Art 


Named after the late Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, the Asutosh 
Museum of India: 


2 Art, the first University Museum in India, was 
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opened in 1937. The museum at present has more than 8,000 
rare and valuable exhibits, including a representative coin collec- 
tion and a folk-art gallery, besides sculptures, paintings, terra- 
cottas, textiles, metal and ivory objects, etc., illustrating the 
different phases of Indian Art, specially of eastern. India and 
Bengal, from 2nd Century B.C. to modern times. The museum 
mav be considered аз the nucleus of a Regional Museum for 
Eastern India. Princely gifts, excavation and exploration by 
teachers and students have greatly enriched the Museum 


Collections. 


The activities of the museum include :— 
(1) Regular series of lectures for students from schools 


and colleges ; 
(2) Popular Lectures for the general public ; 


(3) Guide-lecture scheme to enable visitors to enjoy their 
contact with works of art under expert guidance ;

ships of Rs. 32 per month each which are awarded 10 the 
students who have done best at the B.A.,B.Sc., or B.Com. Exami- 
nation. Special Scholarships are awarded for study outside India. 
The University offers scholarships varying between Rs. 75 and 
Rs. 150 each per mensem to carry on research. 


Provision for Research 


There is a large Post-Graduate Department which also helps 
candidates desirous of attaining Research Degrees. A large num- 


ber of Fellowships and Research Scholarships are awarded by 
the University to encourage original research. 


Under the Government of India Cultural Relations scheme 
foreign scholars are given facilities for studies in any Faculty 


of this University, the expenses being borne by the Government 
of India. 


There is one endowment under the terms of which a graduate 
of a foreign University may be invited to study “aspects of Hindu 
Civilisation and Culture". He is required to study for one year 
and the remuneration is Rs. 5,000 per annum. 


University Extension Lectures 


With a view to promoting a desire for original investigation 
and research among the advanced students of the University and 
members of the outside public interested in education, eminent 
scholars from India and abroad are, from time to time, invited 
by the University to deliver courses of lectures on subjects in 
which they have specialized. These extension lectures аге 
in addition to the lectures by the Special University 
Readers who are appointed under Chapter X of the Regula- 
tions with the sanction of the Government, the aim of these two 
kinds of lectures being almost identical. These lectures, after 
delivery, are printed and published by the University.

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1. History 


The University of Ceylon was established by the Ceylon 
University Ordinance (No. 20 of 1942) which was passed by the 
State Council on April 2nd, 1942, and received the Governor’s 
assent on May Sth of that year. It was brought into operation 
on July Ist, 1942, bya Proclamation dated June 9th, 1942. The 
nucleus of the University was formed, however, by two Colleges 
of University rank, the Geylon Medical College founded in 
1870 and the Ceylon University College founded in 1921, both 
of which were incorporated into the University. 


2. Constitution 


The University Commission appointed by Government 
in 1928 had recommended that the University of Ceylon 
should be unitary, residential and autonomous. The Ceylon 
University Ordinance seeks to carry out this recommenda- 
tion. The Ceylon University College and the Ceylon Medical 
College lost their identity on the Ist July, 1942, and were formed 
into a single University. They did not become constituent or affi- 
liated Colleges ; nor has the University power to admit 
Colleges to affiliation. New Faculties may be created, and other 
Colleges may be absorbed ; but, if that is done, those Colleges

This unitary character of the University is reinforced by the 
provisions of the Ordinance relating to residence. It is provided 
that the seat of the University shall be in or near Kandy(section 4) 
and that every under-graduate shall reside within such radius from 
the Convocation Hall as shall be prescribed, in a Hall or under 
such conditions of residence as may be prescribed (section 1). 
These provisions cannot be brought into operation, however, 
until the necessary buildings have been erected in the University 
Park at Peradeniya. They have accordingly been. suspended 
by the Proclamation of June 12, 1942. When the building plans 
for Peradeniya Park have been carried out, there will be residential

The last will be established on 
University land. The others will occupy the lands and buildings 
of the School of Agriculture and the Veterinary Hospital though 
additional buildings will be needed on the Golf Course. These 
additions to the original plan, together with the increased 
demand for University education, will require а considerable 
increase of residential accommodation and efforts are being 


made to find land to house a maximum of 4,000 students 
and some 250 academic staff. 


The autonomy of the University was secured by making it a 
body corporate with the usual power to sue and be sued and to act 
under its common seal. (section 3). It is not a Government 
Department like the former University College and Medical Col- 
lege: the members of its staff are not government servants ; it is 
not ‘controlled by a Minister; it has its own machinery for con- 
trolling its finances. Until sufficient endowments are received 
to enable it, with its other sources of income, to “ live on its 
own” it will however be largely dependent upon an annual 
grant from the Parliament of Ceylon. 


The corporation known as the University of Ceylon is made up 
of the Chancellor, the Pro-Chancellor, the Vice-Chancellor, the 
Court, the Council and the Senate (section 3). The Governor- 
Generalof Ceylon is Chancellor and the Minister of Education is 
Pro-Chancellor, ex-officio (sections 10 and 11). The Vice-Chancel- 
lor is a paid full-time executive and academic officer (section 12). 
Financial and Legislative control is vested in the Court, which 
consists, under section 15 and Statute II, of the Chancellor, the 
Pro-Chancellor, the Vice-Chancellor, the Members of the 
Council, the Professors and other Heads of Departments, re-

The University exercises its legislative powers by means of 
three types of delegated legislation : ш 


(1) Statutes, which are made by the Court after consulting 
the Council. The first Statutes are scheduled to the 
ordinance ; 


(2) Acts, which are made by the Council, in most cases on 
the proposition of the Senate ; 


(3) Regulations, which are usually made by the Council or 
the Senate. 


5. Admission to the University 


Admission to the University is controlled by a Board of 
Admission, consisting of the Vice-Chancellor, the Deans of the 
Faculties and such other officers or teachers of the University as 
the Council may determine. Applications for admission should 
be made to the Registrar. By the Ordinance, no person is 
eligible for admission to a course of study for a degree unless he 
has attained the age of seveteen years, and unless he has passed 
an Entrance Examination of the University or an Examination 
recognised by the Senate for that purpose. 


The University has two Entrance Examinations, the Preli. 
minary Examination and the First Examination for Medical 
Degrees. The latter examination may be taken by candidates 
from approved schools, who, if successful, may enter the Faculty 


of Medicine direct. 


The preliminary Examination is an examination in four sub- 
jects and an Essay т English, Sinhalese or Tamil.

GUJARAT UNIVERSITY 


Pursuant to а policy of de-centralising the University 
administration in the State of Bombay, it was decided to create 
a number'of Regional Universities, In furtherance of this 
object, the Gujarat University Act 1949—Bombay Act No. L of 
1949 was passed by the Bombay Legislative Assembly in Novy- 
ember 1949, to establish and incorporate a Teaching and 
Affiliating University to be known as the Gujarat University,

Thus the University is a. combination 
of the Teaching and the Affiliating type of University. All the 
Post-graduate Instruction, ‘Teaching and Training within the 
University Area is conducted by the University or its Institutions 
in such subjects as may be prescribed by Statutes. 


University Office Building 


The University still continues to hold its office in thé 
Electrical Laboratory Wing of the L. D. Engineering College, 
Ahmedabad. The Senate in its Meeting held on 3/4/5th 
March 1952 gave administrative approval to the Plans and Esti- 
mates of the University Building. The Building consists of 
three wings with an underground cellar ground-floor and first 
floor, cach connected by a Main Hall. Two of the wings arc 
to be used for the Administrative Office of Фе University and 
it is proposed to hope the University Library in the third wing. 
Above the main connected hall, will be a Tower 160 feet high 
from the ground level. Between the two administrative wings will 
be a Convocation Hall, which will be used for the purposes of 
Convocation and mectings of the Senate. The whole building is 
estimated to cost Rs. 27,14,155. Аз the University has been 
given a capital grant of Rs. 4,00,000 by the Government during 
the year 1951-52, it is not possible for the University to take up 
the construction of the whole building immediately. It has 
therefore been decided to construct the two administrative wings 
and the main connecting hall in the first instance. This is esti- 
mated to cost Rs. 11,19,007. (Rs. 9,89,007 for building plus 
Rs. 1,30,000 for fittings). The Third Wing, i.e., the Library 
Wing, the Tower and the Convocation Hall will be added 
subsequently as and when finances permit. The construc- 
tion of the two administrative wings and the main hall 
is expected to be taken up immediately and completed in 


about a year and a half. 


Constitution of the University 


The Senate is the supreme governing body of the University. 
It ordinarily meets once а year im August on a date to be fixed 
by His Excellency the Chancellor and at such other time as 
may be convened by the Vice-Chancellor. — A meeting of the 
Senate must also be convened on a requisition by 25 members 
of the Senate. The executive powers vest m the Syndicate, and 
the Academic Council is the chiefacademic body of the University, 
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There are at present seven Faculties, viz;, Arts including 
Education, Science, Technology including Engineering, Agri- 
culture, Law, Medicine, and Commerce.

Legislature in April; 1949 (Bombay Act No. XX-0£1949). The 
University Office actually started working in the month of July, 

49, in a' room in the Town Hall, Bombay. ~The 
Office was shifted to Dharwar jn October, 1949, when 
the Government of Bombay lent a few rooms in the: 
Training College Building, Dharwar. Government ] 
the whole building for the University.

The University of Madras was founded under the Act of 
Incorporation XXVII of 1857. This Act w 
1904 when as a result of the Commission appointed by the 
Government of India in 1902 to examine the working of the 
Universities under that system, the Indian University Act 
No. VIII of 1904 was passed with the intention of reorganizing 
the Universities in India and of enlarging their functions in the 
matters of University Teaching and of supervision over affiliated 
colleges. This Act again was superseded by the Madras Univer- 
sity Act VII of 1923 which was passed to reorganize the Uni- 
versity with a view to establishing a teaching and residential 
University at Madras while enabling the University to continue 
to exercise due control over the quality 
colleges which are to constitute the Ur 
to it. This Act has since been amended by the Amending 
Act XII of 1929, which has since been modified by the Govern-

MAHARAJA SAYAJIRAO UNIVERSITY OF BARODA 


Introduction 


The University for Baroda came to be established only in April 
1949, but the idea was in the air ever sirice 1908 when it engaged 
the attention of the Government of Baroda and its educational 
advisers. As early as 1919 when the idea of Regional Universities 
and decentralisation of higher education to suit the Educational 
and Cultural needs of particular areas was new and had not taken 
root in this country, Shri Sayajirao Gaekwad of Baroda of revered 
memory with the forethought and foresight of a statesman appoint- 
ed a committee to consider the question of establishing a Civic 
University Юг Baroda. With the foundation of the Golden 
Jubilee Science Institute, a further stride was taken and the foun- 
dation-stone of the establishment of the University was laid with 
the appointment of the first University Committee in 1926. 
But the seed laid in the erudite report of. the Committee could 
not grow and bear fruit owing to circumstances then existing. It 
was in 1947 that His Highness the Maharaja Sir Pratapsinh 
Gaekwad, appointed a Committee under the Chairmanship of 
Sri К. M. Munshi to consider the question of an early establish- 
ment of a University at Baroda. The result was the Maharaja 
Sayajirao University of Baroda Act of 1949 and the inauguration 
of this University with His Highness the Maharaja Sir Pratap 
sinh Gaekwad of Baroda as the Chancellor. 


Incorporation 


The University named after the late illustrious ruler of Baroda, 
irao Gaekwad, was incorporated on 27th April, 1949, 
by an Act of the Baroda Legislature passed on 26th April, 1949 
before the integration of the Baroda State into the Province of 
Bombay on 1-5-49. The Bombay Government by its order of the 
Political and Services Department in the matter of the Baroda 
State (application of Laws) Order No. 4530/461 dated 27-7-*49 has 
directed that the Maharaja Sayajirao University of Baroda Act 
1949 (No. XXVII of 1949), shall continue to be in force subject to 
certain amendments the main one being an increase in the num- 
ber of Fellows of the Senate to be nominated by the Chancellor 


from 15 to 30.

8: Libraries, Laboratories, Gardens and Farms.—Each of the 
constituent Institutions maintains а Library of its own: The 
Faculty of Science and the Faculty of Technology (including En- 
gineering) maintain the necessary laboratories and workshops 
and the Faculty of Science has a Botanical Garden attached to 
the Department of the Faculty. The cost of running the Cons- 
tituent institutions is borne by the University. The Medical Col- 
lege is run by the Bombay Government. 


9. Associations in the University :—The Maharaja Ѕауајігао 
University Union was established in January 1950 with a view to 
training up students to manage their own affairs. Its main ob- 
ject is to supplement the academic teaching by means of extra 
curricular activities, А grant of Rs. 5,000 was given by the Uni- 
versity in the beginning for fitting up the Union building with 
furniture and other materials.

During the year, the University has constructed two blocks 
of hostels for men at a cost of Rs. 11,05,467. "They are provided 
with all the modern facilities and provide accommodation to 
260 students. These two blocks are named (i) Shri Manu- 
bhai Mehta Halland (i) Maharshi Arvinda Hall Ты 
third Hall of Residence named Shri Dadabhai Naoroji Hall 
accommodates 64 students. Besides these Hostel buildings. 
there are two other buildings, which accommodate about 
100 students. Each hostel is under the charge of a teacher 
Warden. In order to supervise work. in all the hostels, the 
University has appointed a Hostel Inspection Committee which 
looks after the maintenance of the Hostels. А separate Hostel 
for women named Shrimati — Sarojinidevi Hall with 
all the modern facilities has been constructed by the University 
at an estimated total cost of Rs. 5,77,000. It provides 
accommodation at present for 82 lady students. A whole- 
time Superintendent is in charge of the Women's Hostel, under- 
the direct control of the Dean of the Faculty of Home Science, 
Residential accommodation for the Suprintendent and for six staff 
members has also been provided, in this Hostel.

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12. Budget:—The total Revenue Budget expenditure for 
the year ending June 1953 is expected to be Rs. 29,52,231 on the 
University Office, Faculties and Institutions as against the total 


budgetted income of Rs. 25,70,480 resulting in a deficit of

Such of 
the employees as were Baroda Government servants before 
integration and were entitled to pension, are also allowed to 
subscribe to the Fund on a non-contributory basis. 


14. Assets.—' The Government of Baroda gave a sum of 
Rs. 6,00,000 to the Trustees of the Women's Educational Trust 
Fund for building and equipment of the Home Science College 
and its maintenance. They further promise to give a sum not 
exceeding Rs. 2,00,000, equal to the amount collected by the 
Trustees as donations from the public. The Trustees accordingly 
collected donations from the publicamounting to Rs. 1,66,792 
andan equal sum was received from the Government, The Trustees 
have transferred the funds to the University for the construction, 
equipment and maintenance of the Home Science College, keep- 
ing a small balance of Rs. 1,442-13-6 with them.

MUSLIM UNIVERSITY ALIGARH 
Introductory 


The Aligarh Muslim University owes its origin to the Aligarh 
movement which was started by the late Sir Syed Ahmed Khan in 
the latter part of the last Century. Аз a result of his efforts 
the late Muhammadan Anglo-Oriental College was opened at 
Aligarh in 1875, and it soon grew in reputation and numbers till 
in 1895 the number of students in the College and school rose to 
565 and when, in March 1898, its great founder died, it had 
attained a prominent position in the whole country. Soon after, 
in 1899, attempts were made to collect funds for raising the Col- 
lege to the status of a University. The necessary funds were col- 
lected and after some delay the Aligarh Muslim University Act 
came into force in December, 1922. 


Character of the University 


It is a residential and teaching University. The teaching in 
cach subject is regulated by the department concerned, Provision 
is also made for tutorial instruction after the manner of the. tuto- 
rial system prevalent in the Oxford University.

NAGPUR UNIVERSITY 
Introductory: Character of the University 


The first attempt to establish a University for the Central 
Provinces and Berar was made in the year 1914, when in the 
month of July, the Local Government appointed ** The Central 
Provinces and Berar University Committee ” to consider the 
question of the establishment of an independent University. 
It made its report in January 1915 embodying an elaborate 
scheme for a residential University with, however, power to 
affiliate external colleges. The Great War was then on and in 
view of its absorbing demands on the Administration, the con- 
sideration of the subject was put off. On the publication of the 
Sadler Commission's Report, а Committee was appointed in 
1919, to formulate a fresh scheme after taking its recommenda- 
tions into consideration. It soon submitted its report and 
action was taken upon it without loss of time. First planned in 
1914-15, examined by several Committees of educationists, 
official and non-official, the University scheme at last emerged 
out of this prolonged gestation in the form of a concrete Bill. 
It was introduced in the Legislative Council їп the August 
Session of 1922, and passed into law in March, 1993. ‘The 
University was brought into existence on the 4th August 1923.

Library 


Libraries.—Each College maintains its own library which is 
fairly sufficient for its needs. The University library is housed 
in a separate building which adjoins the office and the Convo- 
cation Hall. The total amount spent for purchasing books and 
periodicals since 1924 is Rs. 2,57,314-7-0. The Library at present 
contains 53,070 volumes. The manuscripts section was started 
in April 1945 and the University possesses more than 4,226 
manuscripts acquired through purchase and gift. Arrangement 
has also been made for their being examined and catalogued by 
a scholar specially appointed for the purpose. In addition, 
there is a well-stocked Law Library for the University College 
of Law, It is up-to-date and has got а fairly complete set of 
Law Reports, Indian and English. 


Laboratories 


The Laboratories of the connected institutions are fairly 
well fitted up for teachng Science subjects upto the stan rds 
for which they teach. 


Provision for Research 


At present, the University awards one Post-graduate 52 olar- 
ship in Science for research from an Endowmert Fund, hrec 
fellowships for research in Bio-Chemistry, three Fcllowshi р: and 
six Scholarships for research in Technology from the Laymi-

Publication and Extension Work 


There are no University publications of research papers, по’ 
research work being done under the direct management of the 
University at present. The University does, however, publish 
a Journal of Research called the Nagpur University Journal, 
beginning with the year 1945. 


Military Training 


The University Officers Training Corps was abolished on 
15th July 1948 and has been replaced by National Cadet Corps 
on the same date. The strength of the Corps in the University 
on 30th June 1952 was 29 Teacher Officers and 937 Cadets. 


A building for accommodating the office and stores of the 
Corps was constructed by the University in August 1934. The 
Ordinances provide for the inclusion of Military Science as an 
optional subject for the Intermediate (Arts), B.A., and B.Sc. 
Examination, though on account of financial stringency, the 
State Government has not been able to sanction any grant for 
instruction in Military Science. 


Associations in the University 


The connected colleges have their own debating and literary 
societies. Some of these are inter-collegiate, € 4s Nagpur 
Philosophical Society, Historical Society, Economics Society, 
etc. Besides these, there are the following, viz., (i) A University 
Union Society, (й) A University Historical Research Society 
and (iii) Nagpur University Ramayan Mandal. 


Residence and Cost of Living 


It is difficult to make a general statement in the matter. 
The cost of boarding varies with the Hostel. The arrangements 
in all the hostels are in charge of the students themselves. Every 
college has a hostel. Besides, in Nagpur there isa hostel managed 
by the Y. M- C. A. which is recognised by the University. 
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The total income (exclusive of Debt Heads) for the year 
1951-52 was Rs. 9,25,213-11-0. As against this, there was an 
expenditure (exclusive of Debt Heads) of Rs. 10,64,171-7-6.

towards the promotion of the Physical 
Welfare of its students 


was taken by the University, when on the 
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State Government agreeing to contribute half the cost of his 
salary, the University appointed а whole-time officer, with 
effect from 7th August, 1935, for the organization and supervision 
of Physical education in the University. 


Compulsory Physical Education was introduced in this 
University stage by stage. Аза first step Physical Education 
was made compulsory for the first year college students in the 
year 1936 ; after two years it was made compulsory for second 
year students. Then in the year 1944 it was made compulsory 
for all the under-graduate students except the members of 
University Officers Training Corps. In the beginning, Physical 
Training Classes were conducted on alternate days for each 
student, but since October, 1944, Physical Training has been 
made compulsory for each  under-graduate student. every 
morning. Physical Training has also been made compulsory 
for Women under-graduate students from the session 1951-52 
and P. T. Instructresses have been appointed by the colleges 


for the purpose. 


Every year a medical inspection is conducted in Colleges. 
The students and their guardians are informed of the defects 
of the students for necessary action. 


A detailed Health Survey of two representative colleges in 
Nagpur (Nagpur Mahavidyalaya and S. B. City College), on 
the lines and methods followed in case of similar survey by the 
University of Sheffield, was completed during the year. The 
survey has yielded interesting and significant results and its 
report which has been papine will form the basis of the 
University scheme for the improvement of the health of the 


students. 


Lectures on Physical Education and allied subjects are 
arranged by the colleges with a view to creating more interest 
in the subject on the part of the students and to enable them to 
appreciate the importance of physical education. 

The Physical training classes, of every college are inspected 
by the Officer-in-Charge of Physical Education periodically and 
necessary instructions are imparted by him. 


From the year 1945 arrangements have been made to conduct 
Physical Training classes in various centres in different parts 
of the City where college students, irrespective of the colleges 
to which they belong, assemble and. have Physical training. 
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One of the college instructors is held responsible for Physical 
training of all the students at the centre assigned to him. This 
arrangement has eliminated inconvenience felt by the students 
in going long distances and wasting time. 


Short courses for Physical Training Instructors and student- 
instructors are conducted every year for two wecks at Nagpur 
by the Officer-in-Charge of Physical Education. 


Students are refused admission to the University Examina- 
tions if there is considerable deficiency in the attendance at 
the Physical training classes. А student must attend at least 
80 per cent. of the physical training classes. 


The University holds annually Sports Tournaments for 
Cricket, Hockey, Football, Athletics, Badminton, Tennis, Hutu- 
tu, Kho-kho and Wrestling and pays Travelling and Halting 
allowances to out-stationed college teams as per rules and 
regulations of the University Sports Tournaments framed by the 
Board of Physical Welfare, Nagpur University, which looks 
after all these activities. The University also participates in the 


various items of the sports tournaments organised by the Inter- 
University Board of India. 


Almost all the colleges connected with the University have 
good playing fields attached to them and ample opportunities 
are given to the students to take part in out-door games. 


The University acquired about 18 acres of land, which is a 
combined gift of the State Government and Shri W. R.Puranik, 
an ex-Vice-Chancellor of the University. His Excellency the 


Chancellor laid the Foundation-Stone of the Sports Pavilion 
on December 5, 1937. 


War Concessions 


The concessions which the Üniversity grants to its students 
who have “ actively served ? for a period of not less than one уа? 
are, generally speaking, of two kinds: 


(1) Those who have proceeded on such active servic 
after attending part of a course for ап examination. 
in college in Nagpur University or, after actively 
serving, has attended the course of study for the 
examination for an academic year or such part of 
an academic year as may be approved by the Vice-

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Chancellor in this behalf may, within the three years 
and a half immediately following their disembodi- 
ment or demobilisation, or while still in “ active ” 
service, take that examination without any further 
attendance at the course ;

they had failed. 


Courses of Study, Examinations and Degrees 


The University confers the degrees of B.Com., M.Com. 
and Ph.D. in Commerce ; B.A., В.А. (Hons.), M.A., Ph.D., 
and D.Litt., in Arts ; B.Sc., B.Sc. (Hons.), B.Sc. (Tech.), M.Sc., 
M.Sc. (Tech.), Ph.D., and D.Sc., in Science ; LL.B., LL.M., 
and LL.D., in Law ; B.T., M.Ed., and Ph.D., in Education ; 
and B.Sc.(Agr.), M.Sc.(Agr) and Ph.D., in Agriculture ; 
M.B.B.S. in Medicine ; Diplomas in Teaching, Engineering, 
Art and Local Self-Government are also awarded. Examinations 
in Oriental Learning are being held from the year 1938. With 
effect from 1941, a course for the Diploma in Co-operation has 
been introduced. Only graduates in Arts of Nagpur University 
are eligible for the examination. A Diploma and a Certificate 
Course in Journalism have also been introduced from the aca- 
demic year 1952-53. 

Admission to the University 


Admission to the University is confined to students who 
have passed the High School Certificate Examination held under 
the С. P. High School Education Act of 1922 or Board of Second- 
ary Education, Madhya Pradesh or any other recognised 
equivalent examination.

Examinations in Oriental Learning 


The University holds Junior, Senior and Higher Diploma 
Examinations in Sanskrit, Рай or Prakrit, and Persian or 
Arabic. The media of examination and instruction are; Sanskrit 
in the case of candidates offering Pali or Prakrit ; Persian in 
the case of candidates offering Persian and Urdu | in the case of 
candidates offering Arabic. 


Persons who have received instruction for two years from 
а teacher recognised for the purpose are eligible for admission 
to the Examination. Besides, whole-time salaried teachers in 
recognised educational institutions and women are allowed to 
appear at the Junior Diploma Examination. 


For the Senior Diploma Examination persons who have 
received instruction for two academic years from recognised 
teachers, teachers and women, who have passed the Junior 


Diploma Examination of this University or any other recognised 
equivalent examination are eligible. Graduates of Nagpur 


University or of other recognised Universities are also admitted. 


For the Higher Diploma Examination persons who have 
received instruction for two academic years from recognised 
teachers, teachers and women who have passed the Senior 
Diploma Examination of this University or other equivalent 
examination may be admitted. Persons who have passed the 
M.A. Examination of Nagpur University or other equivalent 
examinations may also be admitted.

Intermediate Examination.—The conditions of admission to the

A candidate may, at his option, offer “ A ” Certificate of the 
University Officers’ Training Corps or * B" Certificate of the 
National Cadet Corps or ‘G-I’ Certificate of the National Cadet 
Corps (Girls?

Candidates who obtain 33 per cent of the marks in English, 
30 per cent of the marks in other subjects and 33 per cent in the 
aggregate are eligible fora pass, those obtaining 60 per cent or 
more being placed in the First Division, those obtaining less than 
60 per cent but not less than 45 per cent in the Second Division, 
and other successful candidates in the Third Division. 


Bachelor of Science (Pass)—The course extends over two 
academic years subsequent to passing the Intermediate Examina- 
tion of this University or any recognised equivalent examination 
of another University. The following are the subjects for study 
and examination,—Compulsory English and one of the following 
groups, viz.—(1) Pure Mathematics, Physics and Chemistry, or 
(2) Chemistry, Botany and Zoology, or (3) Pure Mathematics, 
Applied Mathematics and Physics, or (4) Pure Mathematics, 
Applied Mathematics and Chemistry, or (5) Chemistry, Geology 
and Pure Mathematics, Physics, Botany or Zoology. There 
are two papers in Compulsory English, two papers and prac- 
tical in Physics, Zoology, Botany and Geology ; three papers and 
practical in Chemistry and three papers in. Mathematics. 


Geology has been introduced as a subject of the course from 


the examinations of 1948. 


It is also possible to offer Military Science as an option but 
no examination in the subject has been held in the past nor will 


any be held in the immediate future. 


A candidate may offer “В” Certificate of the University 
Officers’ Training Corps or “С” Certificate of the National Cadet 
Corps, or “ G-II" Certificate ofthe National Cadet Corps 
(Girls Division) in lieu of Compulsory English. ` 
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The minimum marks for success at the examination are the 
same as those for В.А. Examination except that candidates must 
pass separately in the practical part of each laboratory subject. 


Master of Science.—The course of study extends over two 
years subsequent to passing the B.Sc. Examination of Nagpur 
University or an equivalent recognised Examination of any 
other University. The following are the subjects for study and 
any one of them may be selected.-—Mathematics, Physics, Che- 
mistry, Zoology, Botany, Geology, Statistics, or Bio-Chemistry.

Doctor of Philosophy—Candidates who have obtained the 
degree of Master of Science of this University or a degree of any 
University recognised by Nagpur University as equivalent to 
its degree of M.Sc., are cligible for this degree, after prosecuting 
research for at least two years. Every candidate shall prepare 
his thesis under the guidance of a Supervisor to be appointed by 
the Academic Council. 


Doctor of. Science— Candidates who have obtained the Master's 
degree in Arts of this University with Mathematics as a subject 
of their examination, or a Master's Degree in Science аге eligible 
to offer a thesis for the D.Sc. Degree provided three years have 
elapsed since the Master's Degree was taken. Every candidate 
must submit a thesis based on the result of research on a subject 
prescribed for the M.Sc. Examination and conducive to the 
advancement of Science in general.

Bachelor of Science (Technology)—The course extends over. two 
academic years subsequent to the passing of the final examination

or a degree recognised by Nagpur University for this purpose 
with Chemistry as one of his subjects for the examination, and 
Physics, Chemistry and Mathematics as three of his subjects for 
the Intermediate (Science) Examination of Nagpur University or 
an examination recognised as equivalent thereto.

The Final Examination for the Diploma in Engineering.

Candidates who obtain 33 
per cent of the marks in each subject and 50 per cent or more in 
the aggregate are qualified for a pass at each of the examinations, 
those obtaining 70 per cent. or more of the aggregate marks ob- 
tainable at the two examinations taken together being placed in 
the First Class and other successful candidates in the Second Class, 


Master of Laws (LL.M.).—The course is open to law gra- 
duates of this University and of other recognised Universities, 
At least two years’ study under the direction of an approved 
person is necessary. 

A candidate for the examination for the Degree of Master 
of Laws shall be examined in one of the following groups of 


papers, viz.— 

А. Jurisprudence, B. Constitutiona] Law and International 
Law, C. Crime and Tort, D. Contracts including Mercantile 
Law, E. Hindu, Muhammadan and Other Personal Laws and 
F. Property. 

Each paper shall be of three hours’ duration and shall carry

Doctor of Laws (LL.D.).—The examination is open to those 
who have obtained the Master's Degree in Law of this Univer- 
sity or any recognised University. Candidates should submit а 
thesis composed on some branch of Law or on the History 
or Philosophy of Law and if so desired, submit themselves for an 


oral examination with reference to the subject matter of the 
thesis. 


Agriculture 


Intermediate Science (Agr.) Examination—The Course of 
study extends over two years subsequent to passing the High 
School Certificate Examination or any other recognised 
equivalent examination and candidates are required 
to study and be examined in (1) Agriculture, (2) Mathematics 
and Agricultural Engineering, (3) Chemistry, (4) Botany,

. OSMANIA UNIVERSITY 
Introductory : 


The Osmania University, established by a Charter in 1918, 
is the first attempt in India to impart education in an Indian 
Language, English being a compulsory second language. It 
has ten Faculties, namely, Agriculture, Arts, Commerce, 
Education, Engineering, Law, Medicine, Religion and Culture, 
Science and: Veterinary: Science. `АЙ the ‘Faculties except 
Medicine, are housed in buildings within the University campus 
which covers an area of nearly 2,000 acres, situated four miles 
east of the City of Hyderabad. 


The ultimate aim of the University has been Jaid down as 
the adoption of the Federal Language as the medium of instruc- 
tion. In the transitory stage, the medium of instruction in the 
professional Faculties is English and in Arts and Science there 
are parallel classes in English and Hindustani media the latter 
with both the Persian and Nagri scripts. Just as English is re- 
cognised as a medium, the regional languages (Telugu, Marathi 
and Kannada) are also permissible as media and the University 
may open parallel classes in those media if and when the requisite 
number of qualified staff, the text-books and the finances are 


available. 


The study of a Regional or an allied classical language has 
been made compulsory up to the first degree stage. Up to the 
Intermediate, the study of a Regional or an Allied classcial 
language is compulsory, The Faculty of Theology has been 
replaced by the Faculty of Religion and Culture, which includes 
the study of comparative religion also. 


Besides six University Colleges (including 4 professional 
Colleges) there are two constituent degree Colleges of Arts ап 
Science, one of these being a co-educational institution teac ud 
through the medium of English and the other a Women's Colleg М 
providing both English and Hindustani media. There ibis 
seven Intermediate constituent colleges including three Jn t 
three linguistic areas of Hyderabad State. There is also а 
constituent Law College and five affiliated degree colleges 11" 
cluding a Medical College. Besides these, there аге WO 
Evening Colleges one Degree and one Intermediate, meant for 
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those in employment. The Degree of M.Com. has been instituted 
in the Faculty of Commerce with effect from the Academic 
Year 1952-53. Pet: i i 


There are altogether 11,160 students studying in the Uni- 
versity. : y 

The Department of Translation and Publication was founded 
about a year before the establishment of the University in order 
to provide the latter with text-books for different classes. Al- 
together 530 books were translated and printed in Arts, Engi- 
neering, Medicine, Science and other subjects. The work of 
Translation and Publication which was in' Urdu formerly, is now 
being done in Hindustani under certain principles laid down by 
a Board established for the purpose. One of the principles is to 
retain Western notations, numerals and even punctuations, and 
another is to retain international scientific and technical ter- 
minology or terminology which is univesally accepted or used. 


The University is now both a teaching and affiliating Uni- 
versity. It has five affiliated colleges including a Medical 
College. 

A new Department called the Department of Students has 
been opened in the University with a senior member of the staff 
in-charge as Head. of the Department, to deal with all students’ 
problems including discipline. 


Constitution of the University 


Though the University is wholly financed by the Government, 
it enjoys administrative autonomy, its Council enjoying the powers 
of the Government in respect of all University matters. The 
Head of the Government of the State is Ex-officio Chancellor. The 
Vice-Chancellor is a whole-time officer appointed by the Gov- 
ernment and generally holds office for a term of three years. 
The Senate is on the model of most of the Indian Universities 
on of the staff and of public elements.

Nizamiah Observatory 


'The Nizamiah Observatory, was established in 1908 and was 
transferred to the control of the Osmania University in 1919. 
"Ге work of the Nizamiah Observatory is divided into two 
sections as follows :— ў 

1. Astronomy: The principal astronomical equipment con- 
sists of two equatorial telescope, an 8" photo visual and a 15* 
visual refractor, a Hale Spectrohelioscope, а small transit instru- 
ment, and some other auxiliary instruments. 


Since its establishment, the observatory has participated in 
the great international undertaking of Carte due Cial and has 
completely measured the zones allotted to it in zones—17? to 
93° and-+36° to+39°. The results of these surveys have been 
published in a series of Astrographic Catalogues. The 15” 
visual refractor which has been used systematically for observa- 
tions of variable stars is. now being used for micrometerical 
measurements of the positions of comets and minor planets. 


Daily observations of the sun with the Hale Spectrohelioscope 
are made on all days of favourable weather in H light for obser-. 
vations of Sola flares and for measurements of radial velocities of 
prominences and flocculi. The data is being sent for publication 
in the Quarterly Bulletin of Solar Activity. P

PANJAB UNIVERSITY 


]. Introductory.—With the partition of the Panjab, this 
University was establis hed on Ist October, 1947, under Ordinance 
No. VIII promulgated by His Excellency the Governor of the 
East Panjab. This Ordinance was subsequently replaced by the 
East Panjab University Act No. VII of 1947 on Ist December, 
1947. At present its jurisdiction extends over Panjab, Patiala 
and East Panjab States Union and Himachal Pradesh. The 
University is a teaching, affiliating and examining body. 


2. Purposes of the University.—The University is in- 
corporated for the purposes, among others of making provision 
for imparting education in Arts, Letters, Science and the learned 
professions and of furthering advancement of learning, the pro- 
secution of original research, with power to appoint University 
Professors, Readers and Lecturers, to hold and manage 
educational endowments, to erect, equip and maintain University 
Colleges, libraries, laboratories and museums, to make regulations 
relating to the residence and conduct of students and to do all 
such acts as tend to promote study and research. 


3. Character of the University.—The University is open 
to all persons of either sex and of whatever race, creed or class, 
and it shall not be lawful for the University to adopt or impose 
on any person any test whatsoever of religious belief or profession 
in order to entitle him to be admitted thereto as а teacher or 
student, or to hold any office therein, or to graduate thereat, or 
to enjoy or exercise any privilege thereof except where such test 
is specially prescribed in respect of any particular benefaction 
accepted by the University, having been made a condition thereof 
byany testamentary or other instrument creating such benefaction. 


4. Constitution.—l hec University consists of the Chancellor, 
the Vice-Chancellor, the Senate, the Syndicate. The Governor 
of the Panjab is the exoffizio Chancellor of the University. The 
Vice-Chancellor is one of the Fellows of the University, nomi- 
nated by the Chancellor. The Vice-Chancellor holds his office 
for a period of 2 years but is eligible for re-appointment. The 
Senate have the entire management of, and - superintendence 
over, the affairs and property of the University in accordance 
with the Statutes, Rules, and Regulations. The executive 
Government of the University is vested in the Syndicate which 
consists of (a) the Vice-Chancellor as Chairman; (b) the Director 
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i i jab ; c-offici dinary 
f Public Instruction, Panjab ; (с) fifteen ex-officio or or £y 
Fellows elected by the Faculties. The Registrar is the Chief 
Executive Officer of the Senate and the Syndicate.

The Patna University Act of 1917 was repealed in 1951 by 
the State Legislature and another Act XXVof 1951 was passed 
with a view to establish a teaching and residential University 
at Patna with full control over all Government and non- 
Government colleges situated within the Municipal limits of the 
town, This Act came in force from the 2nd January, 1952. 
The affiliating and examining functions of the Old University

UNIVERSITY OF RAJPUTANA 
Introductory: Character of the University : 


The idea of a new University at Jaipur—whether only 
for the Jaipur State, or for the whole of Rajputana or for Raj- 
putana and Central India—can be traced to the twenties of 
this century. Several names—notably that of Sir Mirza Ismail 
among them—may since then be recalled as associated with the 
schemes for a University in one form or another. It was, how- 
ever, the privilege of SirV > T. Krishnamachari, the Prime Minister 
of Jaipur, to chiefly assist at its birth : and on the 8th of January, 
1927, the year of India's Independence, the Act for а federal 
University for Rajputana was promulgated Бу the States that 
had decided upon this joint action. In July following, the 
University started functioning. 


The jurisdiction of the University extends over the ring- 
shaped region which includes the whole of Rajputana minus 
the centrally-administered * island’ of Ajmer-Merwara at the 
centre. The area comprises the following former seven political 


units :— 
(1) Bikaner, (2) Jaipur, (3) Jaisalmer, (4) Jodhpur, (5) 
Matsya-Union (consisting of the former four States of Alwar, 


Bharatpur, Dholpur and Karauli), (6) Rajasthan-Union (con- 
sisting of the former ten States of Banswara, Bundi, Dongarpur, 


Jhalawar, Kishangarh, Kotah, Pratapgarh, Shahpura, Tonk 


and Udaipur), and (7) Sirohi. 


The University controls the High School Examination as 
well as the University education in this region. 


The seven units were integrated into a single political unit of 


Rajasthan (March 30, 1949) and the University Act has been, 
in consequence, amended.

UNIVERSITY OF RANGOON 


History of the Institution 


The Rangoon College founded in 1880 was affiliated to the 
University of Calcutta. In 1920, the University of Rangoon 
was established, and the Rangoon College, as the University 
College became one of the two Constituent Colleges the other 
being Judson College, founded by the American Baptist Mission, 
The Medical College, the Teachers’ College, and the Agricul- 
tural College were later „established as Constituent Colleges. 
There was an Intermediate College at Mandalay. Before 1939, 
the University Council, the supreme administrative body, 
and the Senate, the supreme academic body, were dcminated 


‚ by the European Professors. In 1939, with the passing cf a 


University of Rangoon Amendment Act, the Council became 
representative of national educational interests. One great 
change introduced by the Amendment Act of 1939 was in the 
office of Chancellor ; before, the British Governor cf Burma 
was ex-officio Chancellor, but in 1939, that high cffice was filled 
by election and the late Hon'ble U Tin Tut, M.A. (Cantab.), 
Barrister-at-Law, and then a member of the Indian Civil Service 
became the first elected Chancellor. 


The University was closed during the war years, At the 
end of the war in 1945, the University reopened, but as an ex- 
perimental measure, it became unitary in organization. The 
Constituent Colleges were abolished, and Fatulties took their 

laces. The Intermediate College at Mandalay was raised to 
the status of a Degree College, and reteined as an affiliated: 
College. In place of the cld unwieldy Council and Senate, a 
small Council and Senate were established. Another innova- 
tion was in the office of the Rector cfthe University ; the Rector 
was the academic head of the University, and as the Executive 
Officer cf both the Council and the Senate, he was the chief 
administrative and academic Officer. The ссе of Chancellor 
was egain made ex-ficio, andthe Prime Minister became the 
Chancellor. . The experiment was found satisfactory, and the 
University Amendment, Act, 1951, placed -the new. unitary 
organization of the University on a permanent basis,

1. General Information: 

The University of Saugar was founded by Dr. Sir Hari Singh 
Gourt, Kt.,M.A., D.Litt., LL.D., D.C.L., D.Sc., Bar-at-Law, 
who donated a sum of Rupees Twenty lacs for the purpose 
and appealed both to the Central and Provincial Govern- 
ments to make suitable donations. The Government of Madhya 
Pradesh made a donation of Rupees Ten lacs towards the Endow- 
ment Fund of the University and made a further grant of Rupees 
fifteen lacs towards its buildings and equipment. They are also 
making a grant of Rupees six lacs a year to the University to- 
wards its maintenance. The Government of Madhya Pradesh 
have made over to the University land, measuring 2,050 acres, 
free of cost, at a site selected by the University for the founding 
of the University town. The new site has been universally ac- 
claimed as a unique one, beautifully picturesque, with a wide 
panoramic view. 


This plateau situate over 2000’ above the sea-level is а self- 
contained hill on which permanent buildings of the University 
are under construction. The plans and estimates of these 
buildings show that at least a sum of Rupees One Crore is neces- 


sary for this purpose. 


The objective of the University, according to the Founder, is 
to make it a polytechnic institution, laying special emphasis on 
Science, Physics, Technology, Engineering and Agriculture, 
along with a study of Arts and Social Sciences. 

A scientific and technological faculty has thus grown with 
expensive equipment and a number of laboratories to carry out 
the main purpose and objective of this University. | The Uni- 
versity is а teaching, residential as well as an affiliating Uni- 
versity and has on its rolls about 7,000 stud ents of whom over 
1,000 are in residence in the Teaching Departments at Sagar. 

Most of the members of the Teaching Staff live on the Uni- 

versity premises, and thus participate in the wider life of the 


Uu niversity.

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THE UNIVERSITY OF TRAVANCORE 


The University of Travancore was established on the Ist of 
November 1937. 


The Colleges in Travancore (of which there were 10) were 
previously. affiliated to the University of Madras. 
There was, however, a growing desire among the people 
of the State to have a University of their own. Two com- 
mittees appointed by Government to investigate and report 
on the desirability and feasibility of a separate University for the 
State, the first in 1919 and the second in 1994, had reported 
favourably. But, owing to various causes, no action was taken 
on the recommendations of the committees. The question of 
educational reconstruction again engaged the serious attention 
of Government when His Highness the present Maharaja 
assumed ruling powers in November 1931. Realising that the 
Solution of the industrial and agricultural problems of the State 

emanded a thorough re-orientation of education policy which 
«оша be effected only through the establishment “of an 
"independent University designed to meet the particular needs 
and adapted to the special circumstances of the State, the 
Government of His Highness the Maharaja decided on the 
establishment of the University of Travancore. 


Aims 


As stated in the Preamble of the Act, the chief aims of the 
Travancore University are :— 


(i) to effect a reorganisation of the system of education in 
the State with a view to the gradual development of 
technical and.technological education ; 

(ii) to make greater and more systematic provision for the 
furtherance of original research in the various branches 
of Applied Science ; and 


(iii) to provide for the conservation and promotion of 
Kerala Art and Culture. 
Character 


The University of Travancore is both a teaching and an 
a ffiliating University. The Colleges maintained by Government 
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were transferred to the maintenance and control of the University 
and four private Colleges were admitted to its privileges. 


Since the creation of the combined State of Travancore- 
Cochin the colleges situated in the former State of Cochin 
have been affiliated to the University of Travancore. 


Constitution 


His Highness the Maharaja of Travancore (now Raj- 
pramukh Travancore-Cochin State) is the Chancellor of the 
University. The Vice-Chancellor is the principal executive 
officer of the University nominated by His Highness the Chan- 
cellor. The authorities of the University are :— 


(i) the Senate, 
(ii) the Syndicate, and 
(їй) the Faculties. 


The Senate consisting of between 80 and 90 members is the 
legislative body of the University and has general superintendence 
over the affairs, concerns and properties of the University, subject 
to the ultimate control of Government. In addition to ex-officio 
members like the Vice-Chancellor, Pro-Vice-Chancellor, Director 
of Public Instruction, Deans of Faculties and Principals of Col- 
leges, the Senate includes also representatives of registered gra- 
duates and a certain member of members nominated by the 
Chancellor, besides those who may become Life-members by 
making donations to the University or who may be nominated 
on the ground of their eminent services in the cause of education. 
The Senate is to be reconstituted every three years. 


The Syndicate, consisting of 12 members, forms the executive 
body of the University and the administration of the affairs of 
the University and the management of the institutions. main- 
tained by the University are vested in the Syndicate. 


A Board of Finance and Accounts has been constituted to 


examine the Budget estimates and to advise the Syndicate on 


financial matters. 


To advise the Senate and the Syndicate in all matters of an 
academic character, there are Faculties and Boards of Studies. 
esent there are nine Faculties, viz., those of Arts, Science

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The Trivandrum Observatory 


The Trivandrum observatory which was founded in 1836 
was transferred to the control of the Universty in 1938. The 
Meteorological Section of the Observatory is very well cquipped 
and is recognised by the Government as a first class institution. 
The resources and facilities available in the Observatory are 
accessible to the students of the University, particularly those 
working in the Research Department. 


The School of Arts 


The School of Arts, founded in 1889 is an institution under 
the Department of Fine Arts in the University. It provides in- 
struction in Drawing and other Art-subjects and in some-of the 
crafts (carving in ivory and wood, smithery, pottery, and lacquer 
work). ‘The manufacturing section of the School supplies various 
articles to Government Departments and Private agencies, 


Residence, Medical Inspection and Physical Education 


All students not living with their parents or guardians are 
required to live in approved hostels or lodgings. ‘The University 
maintains two hostels of which one is for wcmen. There are 
also some approved private hostels in Trivandrum. The 
mofussil Colleges provide residential accommodation for a fair 
proportion of their students. 


Provision has been made for inspection by qualified medical 
officers of students in the Junioor Intermediate and Junior B.A., 
and B.Sc. classes, Physical Education is at present compulsory 
for the Intermediate Course and the Colleges have on their staffs 
qualified Physical Instructors. Athletics in different forms have 
been provided for in all Colleges and the Inter-Collegiate Athletic 
Meet has to its credit a high standard of athletic performance. 
The University possesses a Tennis stadium and also another 
stadium for field sports. 'The University also provides instruc- 
tion in Yogic Physical Culture. 


Military Training 


Under the Government of India's Scheme for the organiza- 
tion of the N. C. C. a senior division called Ist Travancore Bat- 
talion National Cadet Corps has been inaugurated under the 
' University to provide for the Military training of University 
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for two years in the Ravenshaw College is awarded to an Oriya 
Graduate of the University for Post-Graduate Study їп any 
Science subject on rotation. 


(ii) The Jagannath Scholarship : Two Scholarships of the value 
of Rs. 10 each per month is awarded for a period of two years 
in the Ravenshaw College to an ТА. or LSc. passed Oriya 
student securing the highest marks in the aggregate and reading 
B.A. or B.Sc. but not holding any other Scholarship.

Endowment for Foreign Studies

Institution of a Chair in Physics

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Reorganization of Sanskrit Education 


Government appointed a Special Committee to enquire into 
the position of Sanskrit education in the State and formulate 
proposals for the reorganization of Sanskrit studies. The Com- 
mittee submitted its report to Government who have approved 
the main academic recommendations of the Committee in the 
form proposed by the Syndicate. The Senate has since instituted 
a two-year Entrance Course in Sanskrit to prepare holders 
of the Sastri Certificate for admission to the Intermediate class 
and a two-year course for holders of the Mahopadhyaya Title 
to enable them to take the Degree Examination in Sanskrit. 
The entrance class was started in the Sanskrit College during 
1951-1953. The Post-Mahopadhyaya Degree Class was 
started in the Sanskrit College during the academic year 1950- 
51, 


The Senate has instituted the Post-Sahitya Visarada Degree 
course in the University to enable candidates who have 
taken the Sahitya Visarada Title of this University to appear 
for the Degree Examination in Malayalam.

To approach the West from the standpoint of such a unity 
of the life and thought of Аза. 


To seek to realize in a common fellowship of study the meet- 
ing of the East and the West, and thus ultimately to strengthen 
the fundamental conditions of world peace through the 
establishment of free communication of ideas between the two 
hemspheres. 


And with such ideals in view to provide at Santiniketan a 
Centre of Culture where research into and study of the religion, 
literature history, science and art of Hindu, Buddhist, Jain, 
Islamic, Sikh, Christian and other civilizations may be pursued 
along with the culture of the West, with that simplicity in ex- 
ternals which is necessary for true spiritual realization, in amity, 
good fellowship and co-operation between the thinkers and 
scholars of both Eastern and Western countries, free from all 
antagonisms -of race, nationality, creed or caste. 
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Introduction: Visva-Bharati grew out of Santiniketan 
Asrama founded by the Poet's father, Maharshi Devendranath 
in 1863. The Asrama was meant to be a retreat where seekers 
after Truth might come and meditate in peace and seclusion, 
In 1901 an experimental school was started at Santiniketan by 
Rabindranath Tagore with the object of providing for a limited 
number of children of the new generation an education which 
would not be divorced from Nature, where the pupils could 
feel themselves to be members of a large community and where 
they could learn and grow in an atomsphere of freedom, mutual 
trust and joy. Since 1921 Santiniketan has been the seat of 
Visva-Bharati, an international university seeking to develop 
a basis on which the cultures of the East and. the West may meet 
in common fellowship. Visva-Bharati has recently been in- 
corporated as a University by Act XXIX (1951) of the Indian 
Parliament. 


Visva-Bharati is an all-India institution with students and 
teachers drawn from all over India and there is always a fair 
mingling of teachers, students and visitors from abroad. Students 
live a community life, dining in the same Halls (with separate 
arrangements for vegetarians and non-vegetarians), playing in 
the same spacious play-grounds close to the hostels, organizing 
common socials, picnics, excursions, literary and musical enter- 
tainments. 


Visvabharati Central Library contains above 1,00,900 
volumes. There are sectional libraries attached to various de- 
partments. The University has its own Hospital with a Medical 
Officer and his assistants. There are also spacious sick-rooms 
attached to the girls' hostel, attended by the Medical Officer and 
equipped with adequate nursing facilities. Boys have separate 
hostels attached to various departments, while all girl pupils 
have a common hostel called Sri Sadana. The University has 
its own supply of electricity and water. The Guest House, 
which makes catering arrangements of its own, is open to visitors 
and guardians. 


Santiniketan, a quiet spot in the midst of open country, is 
situated about 100 miles from Calcutta. The climate is one of 
the healthiest in West Bengal. Average annual rainfall 50”. Rail- 
way Station: Bolpur (Santiniketan) on the Sahebganj Loop Line 
ef the Eastern Railway.

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Besides the academic institutions ' mentioned below, the 
University conducts two Departments: one for Rural Recons- 
truction and the other for Publication of Books of educational 
"апа cultural interest. The Palli-Samgathana Vibhaga (Rural 
Reconstruction Institute) at Sriniketan is concerned mainly with 
a comprehensive study of the problems of rural life in its social, 
cultural, economic and other aspects and extension work in the 
villages on the basis of such a study. The Institute maintains a 
Model Primary School for rural children, a Teachers’ Training 
school for serving primary education in rural areas as well as an 
agency for propagation of folk education and social education, 
There is a section for rural industries where training is provided 
to apprentices in a variety of crafts. 


Colleges and Institutions. Visva-Bharati maintains the 
following Colleges and Institutions which are all co-educational 
and residential : 


Patha-Bhavna (School Section) provides instruction for 
Matriculation Examination. Close personal contact with the 
teacher, the influence of Nature and environment, the atmos- 
phere of freedom and joy, the practical training given in co- 
operation and self-government, the effort made to develop the 
self-expressive side of the child-mind through social, literary 
and artistic activities, supervision of physical activities and 
organization of excursions are some of the spevsai features of 
the School. Medium of instruction : Bengali. Minimum age- 
limit is 6 for admission to the lowest Group (9 years below 
Matric) and the upper age-limit is 12. 


Siksha-Bhavana (College Section) provides instruction for 
Г. А. and I. Sc. examinations and the degree of B.A. Pass and 
Honours. Honours subjects; English ; Economics ; History ; 
Philosophy ; Sanskrit ; Bengali; and Hindi. Close personal 
attention and tutorial help, emphasis on social, cultural, literary 
and other extra-curricular activities are some of the distingush- 
ing features of the College. The medium of instruction in the 
College as also in the following senior sections is English. 


Vidya-Bhavana (College of Post-graduate Studies and 
Research) is mainly concerned with Indological Studies— 
studies in Vedic, Puranic, Buddhist, Jain, Zoroastrian and 
Islamic cultures and in major languages and literatures of 
India. It offers a two-year Degree Course for Ph.D. in any 
subject in which instruction is provided. It also offers a two- 
year M.A. Course, at present in the following subjects : 
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(a) Ancient Indian History and Culture; (6) Sanskrit Literature; 
(c) Bengali Language and Literature; (4) Hindi Language 
and Literature ; (е) Oriya Language and Literature; and (7) 
Urdu Language and Literature. Honours graduates ofreccgnized 
Universities are ordinarily admitted to the M.A. Course. Pass 
graduates of recognized Universities are also admitted as а 
special case on passing an admission test. M.A. Courses consist 
of lectures, seminar work as well as training in the methodology 
of higher studies and research. 


Vinaya-Bhavana (College of Teaching) provides instruc- 
tion for the Degree of B.T., the Course being for one year. 
А special feature is training given in crafts and other creative 
activities in addition to theoretical subjects. A three-month 
Certificate Course in Activity Education is also available. Per- 
sons with B.T. Degree of Visva-Bharati, graduates with recog- 
nized training in Basic Education or with at least three years? 
experience in Basic Education, or holders of recognized diploma 
in Arts or Crafts are eligible for admission to this short Course. 


Cheena-Bhavana (Institute of Sino-Indian Studies and 
Research) seeks to revive the old cultural links between India 
and China. Sinology and Tibetan Studies form the main in- 
terest of this Section. It provides for a two-year Course for a 
Certificate of Proficiency in Chinese followed by a three-year 
Diploma Course in the same language. The Courses are open 
to students of post-graduate and undergraduate classes of Visva- 
Bharati, Staff-members of Visva-Bharati, students preparing 
for the Foreign and Defence Services or any other person re- 
commended by the Principal of a constituent college of Visva- 


Bharati. 


Kala-Bhavana (College of Fine Arts and Crafts), which 
has developed into a well-known centre of Indian Art, owes its 
inspiration to the artistic renaissance in Bengal under the guiding 
spirit of Acharya Abanindranath Tagore. "Training is provided 
in Drawing, Painting, Modelling, Sculpture, Etching, Wood- 
and Lino-cut, Fresco-painting, Alpana and Design-drawing, 
embroidery, Batique and Artistic Leather-work, It maintains 
a museum, a library and an exhibition hall. 


Sangita-Bhavana (College of Music and Dance) imparts 
training in Indian Music, classical and modern, vocal as well as 
instrumental. An attractive feature is the facility that exists for 
learning the songs of Rabindranath Tagore. A systematic study 
is made here of Northern (Manipuri) and Southern (Kathakali) 
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styles of Dance with a view to correlating them into a rich syn- 
.thesis and so to evolve a new cultural expression through the 
Dance-Drama. 


Both Kala-Bhavana and Sangita-Bhavana offer four-year Degree 
Courses to Matriculates only. Non-matriculates are accepted 
for admission to Diploma Courses provided they pass an admis- 
‘sion test conducted by the Principal of the Bhàvana concerned. 
Both the Bhavanas provide also for a onc-year Certificate Course 
in a specific subject included in the programme of studies of the 
Bhavana concerned. 


Hindi-Bhavana (Institute of Hindi Studies and Research) 
organizes teaching of Hindi in the other constituent institutions 
in addition to undertaking original research in Hindi Language 
and Literature. . 


Fees, admission etc.: The annual fees are Rs. 300 and 
are inclusive of charges for tuition, medical help, sports and lib- 
rary, light, as well as accommodation and supervision in a hostel. 
Refectory charges are Rs. 45 (for four meals a day) per month 
during term time only. The students have to pay an admission 
fee of about Rs. 25. Those migrating from other Universities 
have to pay besides an enrolment fec of Rs. 5 only. Students 
from other Universities are required to produce a certificate of 
migration for admission to any College or Institution under 
Visva-Bharati. 


, А privilege open to students of Visva-Bharati is that a student 
joining any of the departments may (without having to pay extra 
fees) attend classes or courses in any other department for which 
he shows a marked aptitude, provided jhe time-table permits 
and the department concerned can mak | arrangements. 


Terms and holidays: The academic session for the senior 
departments commences from July. The School session begins 
in January. The terms are July to October with а month's 
break for autumn recess and November to April followed by a 
Summer vacation of two months. The Univers "y examina- 
tions are usually held at the end of April.

Publications: The University has a Publication Depart- 
ment (Granthana-Vibhaga) of its own with headquarters in 
Calcutta. This Department owns the copyright of the Bengali 
works of the Poet. The publications brought out by the De- 
partment cover a wide range and may be classified as follows : 
(i) Writings of Rabindranath Tagore including a serial publica- 
tion of his complete works edited with annotations ; (i) Series 
of books for folk education ; (iii) Series of general knowledge 
books ; (i) Research publications under the auspices of Vidya- 
Bhavana Research Deparment (v) Juvenile books including 
text-books for school use ; (vi) University bulletins and informa- 
tive Pamphlets, etc.

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I.—BHANDARKAR ORIENTAL RESEARCH INSTITUTE 
POONA-4. 


1. History.— Ihe idea of establishing an Oriental Institute 
offering facilities to research workers and at the same time com- 
memorating the work and the name of the late Sir Ramakrishna 
Gopal Bhandarkar originated towards the middle of 1915. The 
scheme was received enthusiastically and with public support, 
Government sympathy, and chiefly the noble aid rendered by the 
Tatas and the Jain Community, the scheme soon materialised 
and the Institute was formally inaugurated by His Excellency 
Lord Willingdon, the then Governor of Bombay, on the 6th of 

uly 1917, the 80th Birthday of Sir Ramakrishna, when a volume 
of commemorative essays written for the occasion by several 
Indian and European Scholars was also presented to him. The 
Institute began its work in June 1918 when the Government of 
Bombay were pleased to transfer to the Institute the Manuscripts 
library formerly at the Deccan College (together with the annual 
maintenance grant of Rs. 3,000) as also to hand over to the 
Institute the management of the Bombay Sanskrit and Prakrit 
Series together with а yearly grant of Rs. 12,000 set aside for 
that purpose. TheMain Hall of the building named “The Jain 
Tata Research Hall" was occupied іп 1918 and the two side 
halls, named “ The Khetsi Khiasi Manuscripts Hall " and the 
« Ratan Tata Iranian and Semitic Hall * were occupied in 1922. 
The total expense on the whole building has been Rs. 1,50,000. 
The “ Press and the Stock Room ” for stocking the entire stock 
of Institute's publications as also the Institute's Press was con- 
structed in 1933 at a cost of about Rs. 35,000 while the Nizam's 
Guest House was constructed in this very year at a cost of about 
Rs. 35,000 donated by the Government of His Exalted Highness 
the Nizam of Hyderabad. The Guest House has been fully 
equipped for the use of Scholars visiting the Institute from outside 
for purposes of study. 

2. Work.—() The Mahabharata Department has been 
engaged in bringing out a Critical Edition of the Great Epic of 
India since 1919. The:Edition has been universally acknowl- 
edged as а monumenta] work of scholarship. In 1939 the British 
Academy, London, expressed its appreciation of this Edition by 
the award of a token grant to the Institute. This work has 
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also been appreciated by learned bodies of status and standing 
like the International Congress of Orientalists, the All-India 
Or'ental Conference, etc. Eight volumes of this Edition have 
been so far published. Parts of the Edition are not sold singly. 
For forms of subscription (which can be paid in lump or by 
instalments) apply to the Secretary, Mahabharata Éditorial 
Board. The First General Editor of the Mahabharata was 
Prof. М. B. Utgikar from 1919—1924. ‘Тре Second General 
Editor who for the first time fixed the principles of textual cri- 
ticism for this edition was Dr. У. S. Sukthankar from 1925 
up to his sad demise on 21st January 1943. Subsequently Dr. 
S. K. Belbalkar was appointed General Editor, who is now 
looking after this work for the last nine years. 


(ii) Manuscript Department.— The Manuscript Depart- 
ment looks after the management of the Government Manus- 
cripts Library which has been attached to the Institute 
by the Government of Bombay in 1918. This library contains 
about 20,000 Sanskrit and Prakrit Manuscripts which are lent 
to bonafide scholars all over the world under certain conditions. 
These Manuscripts were collected for Government by Buhler, 
Kielhorn Bhandarkar, Peterson, Kathawate, Pathak and others 
since 1866, and they form one of the largest and most valuable 
collections of Hindu and Jain Manuscripts, a collection which is 
being properly catalogued and looked after by the Institute. Up 
to now fourteen volumes ofthe Descriptive Catalogues of these 
manuscripts are published. Besides the Government MSS. lib- 
rary, the Manuscript Department has been building up steadi- 
ly а collection of manuscripts of the Institute itself during the 
last 30 years. So far about 2,300 Manuscripts have been 
acquired for this collection. 


(iii) The Iranian and Semitic Department was created in 
1920 for the collection and preservation of the Avesta, Pehalvi, 
Persian and Arabic Manuscripts. A number of old and rare 
manuscripts has been already collected and a library of printed 
books pertaining to these subjects is also being built up gradually. 


(iv) The Publication Department, besides conducting the 
work of the Bombay Sanskrit and Prakrit Series has started a 
new series called the Government Oriental Series, which in- 
cludes texts as well as independent original works. Amongst 
the important publications in this Series mention may be made of 
a Collected Works of Sir R. С. Bhandarkar ° (4 volumes, а 

omplete Word-index to the V yakarana-Mahabhasya, History

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of Hindu Dharmasastra, Vols. I,II and III by Mahamahopadh- 
yaya Dr. P. V. Kane, Ghate’s Vedanta, the Jinaratnakosa or 
the Catalogus Catalogorum of all Jain Manuscriptts by Prof. 
H. D. Velankar. A complete list of the publications (over 100) 
can be had on application. The Institute has started another 
Series called the Bhandarkar Oriental Series in which seven 
works have been so far published. Among these works Dr. 
B. C. Law's Tribes in Ancient India and Dr. Bhadur's Studies 
in Nyayavaisesika Metaphysics are noteworthy. 


(v) The Journal Department looks to the conduct of the 
ANNALS of the Institute which was started as a six-monthly 
publication in 1919 and is now published quarterly. Members 
of the Institute obtain the Annals free of cost. To others the 
annual subscription is Rs. 10. So far 31 volumes of the Annals 
have been published and an Index of articles and authors for 
volumes I to XX of the Annals was published six years ago. 
Copies of this Index are available for sale. * 


(vi) The Library Department looks after the entire collection 
of printed books and journals belonging to the Institute. The 
private collection of the late Sir В. С. Bhandarkar was trans- 
ferred to the Institute in ]925, and consists of over 2,500 old arid 
rare volumes on Indology. Books from this library cannot be 
lent out but are available to the Members at the Institute for 
purposes of study and reference. The Institute also purchases 
and receives as presents some new books regularly each year, as 
also a numberof learned periodicals of India, Europe and 
America in exchange for the Institute's ANNALS. Books are 
also issued to members under certain conditions. For the use of 
members a Reading Room of Select Oriental Journals, Indian 
and Foreign, is being built up and brought up-to-date. Some 
years ago the Government of China presented to the Institute a 
complete set of Chinese TRIPITAKA consisting of about 80 
volumes and the Government of France presented a number of 
books on French Literaturc. 


(vii) Post-gradvate Instruction and Research Department 
was started in 1927 for the benefit of M.A. students in Sanskrit. 
Pali, Ardhamagadhi and Ancient Indian Culture. Subsequently 
the Universty of Bombay organised its own Post-graduate De- 

artment with a special Committee in Poona to look after the 
entire Post-graduate work carried on in the institutions at Poona. 
The Institute fully co-operated in the scheme of post-graduate 
instruction organised by the Committee during its tenure of 
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office. 1n1948, the University of Poona came into existence and 
this Department of the Institute was recognized as a constituent 
Institution of that University for the post-graduate instruction 
and. Research in Sanskrit and Prakrit Languages and Ancient 
Indian Culture. The following is the staff in the Department :—

The duration of the М.А. Course is 2 years while that of the 
Ph.D. course is 3 years after В.А. and 2 years after M.A. The 
total number of students stands at 5 only. These students 
receive stipends from the Institute as also from the Poona Uni- 
versity. The total income of the Department for the year ending 
31st March 1952 was Rs. 13.296-12-8 while the total expendi- 
ture was Rs. 10.566-15-6. The total income includes grants 
from Government of India (Rs. 1.206) and Bombay Government 
(Rs. 3,000) as also fiom the Poona University ( Rs. 3,896.)

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BOSE RESEARCH INSTITUTE 


ne Bose Research Institute was founded on November 
30, 1917 by Sir J. C. Bose for the ‘ fuller investigations of the 
many ever opening problems of the nascent science which 
includes both Life and Non-Life. In particular investigations 
were to be undertaken on different aspects of plant life, with a 
view to the discovery of the fundamental unity in life processes 
underlying the diversity of their manifestations in plants and 
animals. The scope of investigations undertaken in the Institute 
has subsequently been enlarged. 


The Institute is registered under Act X XI of 1860 and its 
properties are vested in a Board of Trustees called the Governing 
Body. The affairs of the Institute are managed by a Council 
containing representatives of the Trustees and of the Parliament 
and nominees of the Central Government, including outside 
scientists. 


The Institute is maintained from (i) income derived from the 
invested funds of the Institute, (ii) a recurring grant from the 
Central Government and (ii) grants from research supporting 
organisations and industrial firms for specific, pure or applied, 
investigations. 

Besides the main laboratories and workshops of the Institute 
situated at 93-1 Upper Circular Road, Calcutta-9, the Institute 
maintains one Experimental Station at Falta in 24-Parganas, 
and the Baccharaj Laboratory at Mayapuri, Acharya Jagadish 
Chandra Road, Darjeeling. 


The research Staff of the Institute consists of the Director, 
Heads of the Departments, Research Fellows and Scholars, 
Research Assistants under grant-in-aid schemes are also appoint- 
ed. Subject to limitations of accommodation facilities are given 
for research work to honorary workers. Investigations are

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II.—CENTRAL BUILDING RESEARCH INSTITUTE 
Introduction 


The development of science, technology and industry has 
brought in their wake revolutionary changes in building 
materials and the design and construction of structures suited 
to the diverse requirements of modern civilized life. Tradition- 
al materials are being improved and newer materials evolved, 
Apart from the provision of protection and shelter against the 
inclemencies of the wcather, and the vagaries of nature, build- 
ings have to be designed and constructed to meet а variety of 
other purposes. Modern man also requires more comfort on 
which his efficiency depends. The tempo of constructional work 
is thus rapidly increasing and the speed of construction, and eco- 
nomic and social factors are becoming more and more important. 


Most of these achievements and of technological endeavour 
have not, however, been based on planned scientific research 
and it is only in recent years that it has been realized that the 
problems of construction definitely require the systematic and 
organized attention of the scientist and the engineer. Ithas 
also become evident that the activities of different agencies 
engaged in various aspects of building research and construction 
require co-ordination in the interest of progress and economy. 
Building Research Institutes have been established in the U.K., 
Canada, South Africa and Australia and special provisions 
for building research also exist in the U.S.A. and France. In 
India we have so far drawn on knowledge and experience of 
Western countries for constructional purposes. Our problems 
have, however, their characteristic settings. A vast majority 
of our people live under primitive conditions and provide shelter 
for themselves using local materials and traditional knowledge. 
The speed of construction, durability and provision of comfort 
compare very unfavourably with what has been attained in 
countries in the West. Our housing requirements are of colossal 
dimensions. Also the cost of and demand on labour and materials 
are increasing. Speedier and economical methods of construc- 


-tion have, therefore, become an urgent necessity. Even a small 


ercent reduction in the cost and increase in the speed of cons- 
truction will result in enormous savings and improvement in 
the living conditions of the people. For these reasons the Council 
of Scientific and Industrial Research have decided to establish 
a Central Building Research Institute as one of its chain of 
National Laboratories. 
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Brief History 


At the time of the planning of the National Physical Labo- 
ratory of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research in 
1942 one of the proposed divisions of the laboratory was that of 
buildings and housing. It was soon felt, however, that in view 
of the large number of problems to be considered and the need 
for a systematic scientific approach to their solution, a separate 
institution for building research was necessary. А Buildin 
Research Committee was set up in December 1943. 'The 
Committee held its first meeting in December 1944, and re- 
commended that a Central Building Research Institute should be 
established. A Building Research Unit was located at Roorkee 
with the support of the Government of the Uttar Pradesh to 
work in close liaison with the Thomason College of Engineering 
(now the University of Roorkee). The unit started functioning 
in May, 1947, with a skeleton staff and had its location in a 
portion of the buildings of the enginecring college. It was shifted 
in May, 1949, to two large hangars loaned to the Council by 
the University. 


The Board of Scientific and Industrial Research at their 
meeting held in July 1948, had made a provision for a capital 
expenditure of Rs. 16 lakhs for the Institute to be spread over а 


period of three years and for an annual recurring expenditure 
of Rs. 4.25 lakhs, 


Location 


The Roorkee University has leased to the Council 10 acres 
of land on its eastern border for the building of the Institute. The 
Council has also purchased from the Defence Ministry a S.W.P. 
hangar having a floor space of about 3,500 square yards and this 
will ultimately house the engineering division and the workshop. 


Function 


The functions of the Institute will include: 
i) Examination of building materials in common use 
and the methods of applying them with a view to 


effecting economy and improvement wherever prac- 
ticable ; 


(i) Examination of new materials or processes evolved at 
the Institute or by other outside workers, і 
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(її) Scientific diagnosis of the causes and difficulties of 
failures in materials themselves or in their applica- 
tion, 


(iv) Dissemination of useful information and fostering the 
growth of a scientific spirit and outlook in the build- 
ing industry in India, and 


(v) Preparation of standards of materials and codes of 
practices for various aspects of building construction. 


Viewing it from a slightly different angle the subjects of 
research may be grouped into three main categories: 


(i) Efficiency of buildings dealing with such problems 
as heating, lighting and ventilation, 


(ii) Properties of materials used in buildings, eg., cement, 
plaster, bricks, and 


(її) Structure and strength materials, 


Reviewing these functions in slightly greater detail it is 
evident that a number of the so-called traditional building 
materials are many a time used uneconomically in various parts 
of the building. A systematic study of these materials will 
lead to an ultimate economy in the cost of structure and in the 
resources of the country in general. 


The institute will undertake research on building materials, 
on engineering and structural aspects of buildings and their 
foundations ; on problems of comfort in buildings and their 
durability and speed of construction ; in collaboration with 
government departments, institutes, industries employing. labour 
on a large-scale, and the building industry. Its activities will 
naturally include basic research and fundamental studies coming 
vithin its purview such as X-Ray studies and differential thermal 
Ў lysis of clays and their electro-chemical and rheological 
es Pe strains and stresses in structures and comfort in build- 
prep It will afford facilities for training of men for diverse types 
m ceteri n and help creation of a body oftrained men within 
of s CEDERE It will carry out surveys and disseminate Scientific 
ыы information through a well organized informa- 
а service.

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scientific and technical committees consisting of specialists in 
different subjects. The Institute will thus be brought into active 
touch not only with the problems of the building industry but 
with scientists, engineers and technologists dealing with 
problems of building research and development. 


Organization 


The work of the Institute will be organized in scientific and 
technical divisions, namely : Chemistry, Architectural Physics 
and Engineering as well as divisions dealing with specific pro- 
jects of long duration, as distinct from projects which can be 
treated in individual scientific and technical divisions. ‘There 
will also be sections dealing with administration and technical 
services respectively. The latter will include units of 
common service such as : mathematics, library and publication, 
information and survey, drawing office, etc. 


Some Pressing Problems 


One of the most important and pressing problems is the 
provision of houses for low income groups. Various types of 
materials such as cement, stabilized soil and hollow concrete 
blocks are being used for building such houses in different parts 
of the country. In some places cement guniting and prefabri- 
cated materials are also being tried. There is scope for co- 
ordination of these activities and for exchange of information. 
There is a great shortage of building materials of all types ; the 
quality of many of them is not always satisfactory; wastage aris- 
ing out of faulty methods of production as in the case of bricks is 
extensive ; all these require attention. The Building Research 
Unit has already been carrying out some useful investigations in 
connection with low cost houses and ,soil stabilization. 
Brochures оп (1) Low Cost Housing, (2) Village Housing in 
India, Part I, Madras State, (3) Village Housing in India, Part 
II, Punjab and integrated states have already been published. 
Important results on the utilization of lime sludge from sugar 
factories and soil stabilization have already been obtained. 
detailed study of the different aspects of problems connected with 
manufacture of bricks has been undertaken and some interesting 
results have been obtained. It has also carried out a soil survey 
in connection with an air field for the Ministry of Defence.

Enzyme inhibition studies and elucidation of the mode of 
action of antibiotics, are in progres. The work has been 
undertaken from 2 aspects : (a) applied and (5) academic. 


On the applied side, 


(1) a test medium for the assay of the antibacterial activity 


of drugs has been prepared from locally available 
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ingredients. This will possibly dispense with 
the necessity of importing the ready-made medicine 
by hospitals and institutions interested in the work. 
The utility of the medium for the production of sera 
and vaccines is being studied.

On the Academic side,

Investigation on enzyme inhibition by antibiotic have 
been extended to respiratory enzymes. The anti- 
biotics have been shown to exert a kind of non-specific 
inhibition on many of the enzyme systems studied. 
The significance of these results in explaining the 
mode of action of these drugs as also in opening up 
new pathways for synthesis of chemotherapeutic 
agents is being studied. 


In order to have a rational approach to the Chemo- 
therapy of Cholera, a systematic investigation of the 
enzyme make up of theorganism responsible for the 
disease has been undertaken. Er ymes involved in 
the liquefaction of gelation, utilisation of aminoacids 
of general respiratory processes have been studied,

laboratories, an insectary, a sawmill, a pulp and paper plant 
besides the wood working, timber preservation, composite wood, 
wood seasoning and timber testing sections. The surrounding 
grounds, which cover 1,150 acres, include a botanical garden, 
some 250 acres of demonstration plantations, experimental 
gardens and nurseries. = 


The ‘activities of the Forest Research Institute are mainly 
directed towards research ; but the Institute functions also as 
a centre for the whole country for technical instructions and 
for the service of information on all. technical matters connected 
with forests. The work is divided amongst 4 branches dealing 
with, forestry and forest protection, viz., Silviculture, Botany, 
Mycology and Entomology ; and nine branches connected with 
forest products utilisation, wz., Wood Technology, Service, 
Timber Mechanics, Wood Seasoning, Compositive Wood, 
Wood Preservation, Cellulose and Paper, Chemistry of Forest 
Products and Minor Forest Products. In addition, a Statistical 
Branch ensures correct layout of experiments and statistical 
analysis of data. A Publicity and Liaison Branch is also main- 
tained as a general service branch. 


No regular courses of training are conducted but limited 
facilities are available for training in research methods and for 
the training of technical personnel for related industries. A 
certain number of post-graduate students are also accepted for 
undertaking specified pieces of research under the guidance 
of. the Branch Officers concerned. Silvicultural and Statistical 
training and Refresher course for forest officers from states are 
also conducted as and when necessary. 


`3. Forest Education 


Forest education in India was started in 1878 at the Forest 
School at Dehra Dun for the training of forest rangers. The 
school came directly under the Government of India in 1884, 
and as the Imperial Forest College trained rangers at first. for 
the entire country, Dehra Dun has remained the headquarters of 
forest education for the training of forest rangers, though for the 
period 1912 to 1939 and again 1945 to 1948, rangers for the 
Central and South Indian region were trained at the Madras 
Forest College at Coimbatore. With effect from 1948,. the 
training of forest rangers is undertaken by the Government of 
India at the two centres—Dehra Dun and Coimbatore. 
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In 1912 a separate course was started for Ше Provincial 
Forest Service as then constituted. "This course was closed i 
1928, with the cessation of direct recruitment to the old (om 
vincial Services. From the Ist November, 1926, the training of 
Indian probationers for the Indian Forest Service was rad 
menced, a separate Indian Forest Service College being estab- 
lished in the old Forest Research Institute buildings at Ghand- 
bagh, Dehra Dun. This College, however, had t be closed in 
November, 1932, owing to the cessation of recruitment to the 


Indian Forest Service. 


Following the constitutional changes since 1935, the old 
Indian Forest Service is slowly disappearing, and in its place 
each State is building up its own Superior Forest Service. For 
Ticers for these new state Forest Services, the 
llege has been established at New Forest in 
the Forest Research Institute.

4. Indian Forest College 


The Indian Forest College is housed in the Forest Research 
Institute building at New Forest and is well equipped with lec- 
ture rooms, engineering drawing rooms, biological laboratories 
and chemical laboratories. The museums, herbarium, labora- 
tories and workshops and the Central Library of the Forest 
Research Institute form an important part of the College, in so 
far as they are largely used for educational purposes by the 
research officers and College staff.

Introduction 


For some years economists, statesmen, and industrialists i 

India have expressed concern over the proper utilisation d 
assessment of the coal supplies of the country. Between 1940 
and 1944 various schemes for the establishment and finance of 

Fuel Research Institute were considered, but definite decisions 
were not taken until 1944. The Foundation Stone of the, Fu 1 
Research Institute was Jaid on the 17th November, 1946” m 
the, Institute opened officially by Dr. Rajendra Prasad Presi 

dent of the Republic of India on the 22nd April 1950 The 
Institute is one of the Chief laboratories of the Council of Scienti- 


fic and Industrial Research. 


Location: 

The Institute is located at Jealgora, Manbhum, Bihar, and 
lies in the heart of the Jharia Coalfield some 10 ОЕ 
Dhanbad, 7 miles from Sindri and 170 miles of North-West of 
Calcutta. The site occupies 170 acres of ground, formerly the 
property of the Raja of Jharia, who generously donated the 
superior rights of the land to the Council of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research for the accommodation of the Institute and its 
laboratories, workshops, etc. 


Organisation: 
The Institute conducts research into the major problems of 


fuel—solid, liquid and gaseous—and operates the physical and 
chemical survey of the coals of India. The object of this survey 
is to provide a reliable assessment of the coal resources of the 
country both in quality and quantity, and to ensure that different 
types of coal are utilised to the best advantage. In addition to 
problems of fundamental and applied г ch, technical investi- 
gations into the sampling and analysis of fuels are also under- 
taken at the Central Institute, and pilot plant developed for 


different processes.

The total cost of the Institute inclusive of buildings, fittings 
and equipment amounts to Rs. 30 lakhs. This does not include 
the cost of pilot plant for which an additional sum of Rs. 118.75 
lakhs is required in the future. The staff of the Institute, in- 
cluding the Coal Survey Laboratories, consists of about 120 quali- 
fied 2101515, technologists and engineers and about 50 ad- 
ministrative staff with the necessary labour: the Director is Dr. 
J. W. Whitaker, and the Deputy Director Dr. A. Lahiri. 


Programme of Work: 


The scope and importance of fuel research in the country is 
great. India, now producing over 30 million tons of coal per 
annum is the second largest producer of this essential raw material 
in the Commonwealth. Coal remains, even to-day, the most 
important mining industry in India, representing more than 60 
per cent of the total value of India’s mineral production. In 
India there are large supplies of iron ore. As the amount of 
metallurgical coal is unfortunately not over-abundant, researches 
into the upgrading of coking coals by mechanical coal cleaning 
(i.e., washing, etc.), and into the possibilities of blending of coal 
for coking are of paramount importance. Washability studies, 
started at the instigation of the Fuel Research Committee some 
years ago, and the work of the Coal Blending and Coking Re- 
search Sub-Committee, Jamshedpur, have done much to help in 
this direction in the past decade. Extensive and thorough 
Investigations on these subjects are conducted at E. В. I.-as 
well as further investigations into several other items of research. 
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Indian fuels have a number of problems peculiar to themselves. 
For example, an important difference exists between the coals 
of India and those of Great Britain. In Britain most seams are 
relatively clean, or can be separated into clean and refuse bands. 
But this line of demarcation is seldom sharp with Indian Coals. 
Frequently the clean coal has an ash of 12 to 15 per cent or more 
а feature attributable to the drift origin of the seams. These 
coals are thus difficult to clean by ordinary washing methods, a 
difficulty to be expected as the coal and foreign matter were 
originally deposited simultaneously as sediments from water. 
The coals in question are of the bituminous type, and many of 
the seams vield excellent coke with low sulphur content, in spite 
of the comparatively highash. On the other hand, certain séams 
remain unworked because of still greater contamination. with: 
foreign matter. Although the sulphur in the main coals of 
India is very low, yet in the Assam Coalfield unusual difficulties 
are experienced because of abnormally high sulphur, present 
largely as organic sulphur. The ash of these coals is low, the 
calorific value high, and they yield a moderate coke ; sulphur 
is the chief handicap. Problems of coal cleaning and purification. 
are thus particularly important and require special attention.” 


comprises a rapid preliminary coal 
survey of the chief seams, including proximate and ultimate 
analysis, washability tests, ash analyses and tests, coking tests; 
carbonisation assays. gasification tests and washability studies. 
The production of oil from coal, investigations into tars, develop- 
ment and extension of the uses of powdered coal, and studies in 
coal constitution also form a basic part of the programme. 
Subsequent work includes more detailed examinations on the 
above lines and further researches into the utilisation of coals, 
cither directly as fuels or indirectly as the products of carbonisa- 
tion, complete gasification, hydrogenation, etc. | Work will later 
be done on Indian oils and fuels not derived from coals, such 
as wood and alcohol. Fundamental researches are not neglected. 
Pilot plant js being developed and constructed as required.

On the recommendation of the Indian Industrial (Holland) 


commission this Institute was started in 192] under the name of 
Harcourt Butler Technological Institute, Kanpur, after the 
name of the then Governor Sir Harcourt Builer. 

In the beginning, a three years Diploma Gourse for B.Sc 
students was started in two sections, viz:, (1) Chemical Research 
and (2) Oil Chemistry and Technology. In 1922-22, leather 
section was added and in 1926 Sugar Section was also started 
In 1928 admission qualifications were lowered to I.Sc., but in 
1932. the standard was again raised to B.Sc., but period of train- 
ing was reduced to 2 years.

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INDIAN SCHOOL OF MINES AND APPLIED

The Indian School of Mines was opened by the Government 
of India in 1926 and was established to provide high-grade 
instruction in Mining Engineering and in Geology along the 
lines of the courses of instruction given in the Royal School of 
Mines, London, and similar Mining Colleges in Great Britain 
The School is situated at Dhanbad, the E. I. Rly., Junction yon 
the Jharia Coalfield, a site which gives it a unique position spe- 
cially suiting it for the purposes for which it was instituted. It 
is within easy reach of the Coalfields of Raniganj, Giridih 
Bokaro and Jharia which are together, responsible for 95 per cent 
of the output of coal in India. It is also reasonably near the 
Mica Fields of Hazaribagh, Gaya and Monghyr and the Iron 
Copper and Chromite Mines of Singhbhum, all of which атс 
in the Province of Bihar. The fact that this Province is pro- 
bably richest in mineral deposits in India adds to the value of 
the position in connection with the courses of study in Geology. 


Admission is competitive, there being an Entrance exami- 
nation held each year. Provided a sufficient number of candi- 
dates comes forward the Entrance examination is held at various 
centres throughout India. Applications for admission must 
be made before 7th March on the appropriate forms obtainable 
from the Principal on or before 98th February. No candidate is 
ordinarily admitted if he is over 22 years of age on Ist January 


of the same year.

Students who obtain the Diploma of Associateship in Mining 
Engineering obtain concessions in respect of the period of prac- 
tical experience in a coal mine required from candidates for the 
Department of Mines examinations. The period of practical 

- experience required is reduced by one year in the case of can- 
didates for the Second Class Mine Manager's Certificates and 
by two years in the case of candidates for the Sirdar's Certificates 
and candidates for the First Class Mine Manager's Certificates. 
A similar reduction of 18 months is granted to students posses- 
sing the Diploma in Mining Engineering in respect of the 
examination for the Certificate of Competency as Mine 
Surveyors. 


The Diploma of Associateship in Mining Engineering entitles 
the holder to a similar exemption, viz., of two years, in respect 
of the examinations for First Class and Second Class Certificates 
of Competency under the British Coal Mines Act, 1911.

The development of new processes 
evolved at the National Chemical Laboratory will, wherever 
considered desirable, be carried on up to the pilot plant stage so 
that chemical and other industries requiring the aid of chemical 
research in general will benefit from the investigations carried 
out at the laboratory. In India facilities up to the pilot plant 
stage are rarely available and much of the scientific research 
which has been carried out so far, has not been so convincing to 
industrialists and would-be manufacturers as it might have 
been if the success of à process had been demonstrated on а 
semi-commercial scale. The National Chemical Laboratory 
will be able to initiate ambitious investigations involving large 
expenditure of funds and materials and will maintain the closest 
co-operation with existing institutions and with industry.

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THE NATIONAL METALLURGICAL LABORATORY 
OF INDIA, JAMSHEDPUR 


The National Metallurgical Laboratory forms a link in the 
chain of research laboratories and institutes founded by the 
Council of Scientific and Industrial Research. Situated in the 
steel town of India the NML plays its own part together with 
the other laboratories in adding to our knowledge of science 


and technology and in helping the industrial growth of this 
Five-Year Old Republic. 


Less than two years after the NML was officially opened by 
the Prime Minister Shri Jawaharlal Nehru on November 26, 
1950 the NML now reports to the nation. It is hoped that this 
report will enable the tax-payers to realize that useful work is 
being done in this laboratory. 


Research Work : 


Starting from the ore and going to the finished metallurgical 
product, one can see the various sections of the NML busy in 
getting better answers to the questions How ? Whether ? and 
Why ? The work of the laboratory still suffers from non-avail- 
ability of certain specialized instruments but an attempt is made 
to utilize and justify the available equipment. The number 
of problems in progress at any time during the last year has 
averaged at about fortyfive. Only a few of these are outlined 
in this report. The projects at hand vary from those like bene- 
ficiation of certain ores which are of immediate practical im- 
portance, to those like the study of bainite formation in steel 
which are highly theoretical. It is reckoned that without neg- 
lecting either the fundamental or the industrial schemes, a fair 
proportion of the work is of an applied nature. 


Ores, as found in nature, are not always suitable for direct 
processing and some improvement in the grade is brought about 
by ore-dressing methods. The NML has undertaken a scheme 
for studying the suitability of several low-grade. chromium ores. 
Of these, work on ores from Dcdkanya and Talur (in Mysore) 
and Kittaburu (Bihar) has been completed and samples from 
Arsekere апа Dodkatoor (in Mysore) are being studied now. 
Similarly, concentration of low-grade pyrites from Chitaldrug 
(Mysore), Wynaad (Nilgiris) and Karwar (Bombay) was also 
investigated and the work on the first sample has shown that 
ores from Chitaldrug if found in large deposits, may yield con- 
siderable bulk of sulphur after proper beneficiation. This work 15 
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carried out at the instance of the Geological Survey of India. 
Of topical interest in the era of the atom, is the work on the con- 
centration of low grade uranium ores, which is also being carried 
out at the NML in collaboration with the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. 


А series of low grade manganese ores are also being studied 
in collaboration with the Indian Bureau of Mines. It is roughly 
computed that every ton of high grade manganese ore mined, 
there remains at the mine site about 3 to 4 times the weight of 
low-grade ore. Beneficiation of low grade ores is being studied 
by ore-dressing as well as by thermal methods. The economic 
importance of this scheme warrants its special mention. 


Coming now to the metal extraction stage, there are 
schemes on the manufacture of electrolytic manganese, 
beryllium oxide has been completed and pilot plant experi- 
ments are being planned. Of these studies, the work on tita- 
nium metal is in tune with modern trends in metallurgy, since 
titanium is said to be the wonder metal of today. Not only does 
titanium possess remarkable physical and mechanical properties 
coupled with a low specific gravity but also India has vast re- 
sources of Illmenite (ore for titanium). So research for the 
manufacture of this metal has special significance. Work on 
the production of high purity manganese dioxide from Indian 
ores has now been completed and is ready for pilot plant 


operations. 


The furnaces and heat treating equipment for metallurgical 
operations require satisfactory refractory materials, Research 
on the production of high quality refractories is also a part of the 
activity of the NML. India has one of the largest workable de- 
posits of sillimanite in the world and thus the manufacture of 
sillimanite refractories from these raw materials form a project 
of research at the laboratory. Work on the manufacture of 
graphite, silicon carbide and super basic refractories has also been 
undertaken. Preliminary results show that the products com- 
pare favourably with standard imported goods and further work 
on standardisation is now at hand. 


Coming to the foundry side, one finds three investigations 
——one on the ferrous, one on the non-ferrous side and the third on 
foundry sands. Cast iron can be made slightly ductile by а 
process called nodularizing and this nodular iron—as it is called 
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—can be substituted economically for some steel castings. Re- 
search on nodular iron at the NML is centered. firstly around the 
theory and mechanism of the process and secondly on the appli- 
cation of the method to Indian pig irons. The theoretical work 
has progressed considerably and the effect of phosphorus—the 
main element in which Indian pig iron differs from others—is 
being studied systematically. The other problem—on non- 


ferrous materials—is the manufacture of aluminium silicon alloys 
by the direct reduction of silica 


(quartz) by an alumino-thermic 
process. Work done to-date shows that the process is quite 
feasible. The third investigation is more of a service to the 
industry. In this research the founding characteristics of several 
Indian foundry sands are being tested. As more and more 
samples are supplied to the NML by the various operating 
foundries in the country, the scheme will grow into a compila- 
tion of valuable data regarding the suitability of various sands 
from all parts of India. 


Coming to steel, one finds problems related to its manu- 
facture, choice of substitutes elements, and its behaviour in heat 
treatment. he first category is represented һу ascheme on the 
manufacture of low carbon ferro-chrome by reducing chromite 
ferro-silicon. Work on this scheme has been completed. The 
problem on the aluminizing of steel by a hot-dip proce 
undertaken with a view to study the usefulness of this process to 
make ordinary mild steel corrosion-resistant. Response of steel 
to heat-treatment is being studied in a variety of ways. Firstly, 
there is the problem of grain growth inhibition and abnormal'ty. Tt 
isshown by the research obtained so far thatan optimum amount 
of aluminium addition produces the maximum inhibition to 
growth in plain carbon as well as nickel-chrome steels. Стат 
size control. by such addition improves the mechanical pro- 
регез of steels. The determination of the exact percentage 
necessary in the various types of steels is at hand. Secondly, there 
are the problems on the changes that occur in heat-treating. 
In this connection the isothermal transformation characteristics 
in the bainite range and the effect of

the hardening behaviour (martensite range) are being studied.

The plating industry has also something to look for at the

mention as this reduces the health hazards in the industry. The 
scheme on this problem has been completed and a patent has 
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been obtained on the process. Techniques of plati

The use of metal products is interested in obtaining specifi 
performance from the parts he obtains, and here comes the fi "i 
of testing. In this connection considerable work has been dis : 
on the wear of railway wheels, tyres and axles. The role of 
wear-products in accelerating wear was determined. The work 
is being continued to correlate wear resistance with physical 
properties and structure of the materials. Two other aspects of 
performance in service are also receiving attention at the NML. 
Work is being carried out on the impact fatigue resistance of 
structural steels апа the fatigue properties and notch sensitivity 
of structural steels and aircraft alloys. Research of amore funda- 
mental nature on the elastic and plastic properties of metals and 
on the upper and lower yield points of steels has also been 


under taken. 


Special purposc alloys for permanent magnets arc also studied 
in the NML. An attempt is being made to develop permanent 
magnet alloys of iron, manganese and aluminium. The morc 
common alloys contain nickel and cobalt, and the work under- 
taken represents an attempt in substituting manganese for the 
elements nickel and cobalt which are not available in India. 
Incidentally, some of the iron-manganesc-aluminium alloys 
prepared for the development of magnets, show some resistance 

ion and high temperature oxidation. This incidental

discovery is now being systematically investigated for commer- 


cial exploitation. 


While the foregoing broad outline of the research programme 
of NML appears sketchy, it is to be remembered that research 
work has been in progress for less than two years. As time goes, 
the research schemes will be modified and amplified to suit the 
demandi:of the Indian metallurgical and allied industries, 


Aid to the Industry : 


In addition to the research work described above the NMI 


strives to aid the growth and development of the Indian industry 
This is achieved by investigating problems referred to the NMT, 
by the industry and by answering queries for information and 


technical aid. 
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There have been two types of such problems referred to the 
NML. While the first type involves а fairly extensive 
investigation of an industrial Process ог scheme of 
development, the second category involves the examination 
of operational difficulties Or: service failures. То give 
some examples of first type, one may cite the work done for the 
aluminium industry on the disintegration of Soderberg electrodes 
and on the separation of cryolite from carbon dust produced in 
the reduction furnaces. The jari Plating workers at Surat were 
experiencing great difficulty in plating either due to colour or 
burnt deposit or no-deposition at all. The problem was success- 
fully tackled by the NML and the industry has now increased its 
output. One can cite also the case of Service to a Government 
Department. The mint Suggested work on the recovery of nickel 
and zine from the Spent liquor left after recovering silver and 
copper from the old silver Coins. This was of Strategic import- 
ance since India is deficient in nickel. The problem has been 
solved. 


The examination of service failures is also carried out at 
the NML and forms an important link in the development of 
contacts with the various industrial concerns in the country. 
While the administration of such aid to the industry is dealt with 
in the next section. two problems of this typeare mentioned here. 
The first problem involved the investigation of droppers of the 
overhead traction equipment on the electrified railway system. 
Filure of four such droppers had сайса fatal and minor 
casualties among passengers of the Bombay-Calcutta Mail in the 
Ghat Section near Igatpuri, Bombay. The NML handled the 
problem and Suggested several remedial measures to prevent 
‘future mishaps. The failure of a gear box assembly of the 
Sypsum grinding plant at Sindri was referred to this laboratory 


at the time of completing this report, and the investigation 
has been completed. 


Contacts with Industry and the Public : 


Catering to the demands of the Indian metallurgical and 
allied industries and the public forms an essential function of the 
NML. Contacts with the outside are ‘developed and main- 
tained with a two-fold objective: to ascertain the type of work 
required of the laboratory so as to plan its activities, and second-

Concluding remarks : 


To describe the work of the National Metallurgical Labora- 
tory and outline its objectives so soon after its birth is really 
premature. The laboratory has started functioning. 'There 
work is going on. Research along many lines is in progress 
and work on some schemes has been completed. The need of 
keeping in touch with the industry and public has been realised 
and efforts have been made to develop these contacts. An 
Advisory Board consisting of industrialists, professors, technical 
officials fom Government Departments, etc., has been consti- 
tuted by the Council to help and advise the Director of the 
laboratory in connection with the programme of research work 
to be carried out in the laboratory.

The University was founded by Dr. D. K. Karve, B.A.. 
D.Litt., LL.D., in 1916 with the following Aims and Objects :— 


(a) To make provision for the higher education of women 
through Modern Indian Languages as Media of Exa- 
mination and instruction by starting, aiding and 
affiliating institutions for such education. 


(b) To formulate and lay down courses of study specially 
suited to the needs and requirements of women. 


(c) To make provision for the training of teachers for 
primary and secondary schools. 


(d) To institute and confer Degrees and Diplomas, etc.; 
as may be prescribed by the regulations. 


The University was stabilised by the munificent Donation 
of Rs. 15 lacs from Sir Vithaldas D. Thackersey on 21st June 
1920. Before the grant of Statutory Recognition, the Univer- 
sity received recurring grants from the Government of Bombay 
and from the Government of India. It received non-recurring 


grant of Rs. 2 lacs from the Government of Bombay and from 
the Government of India. 


9. The University has now acquired a status of a Statutory 
University by the Bombay Act No. LI, 1949 called the “ 5һгее- 
mati Nathibai Damodat Thackersey Women's University Act". 
It began to function as a Statutory University from 13th January 
1951 with H. E. the Governor of Bombay as its first Chancellor; 
Lady Premlila V. Thackersey as its first Vice-Chancellor. 


3. The University is governed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Shreemati Nathibai Damodar Thackersey Women’s 
Act. The Senate is the supreme Governing Body of the Uni- 
versity. The Executive Government is vested in the Syndicate. 
The other Authorities of the University are the Dean of the 


Faculty of Arts (Shri. K. C. Desai, B.A., LL.B.), and the Registrar 
(Miss Laxmi Thackersey, B.A.). 


4. 'The University is receiving a recurring grants from the 
Government of Bombay and has also received non-recurring

‘The Authorities have not 
been able to satisfy the essential requirements so far, though 
they wish to do so in the near future as soon as the finances of 
the University permit. The grant of Statutory Recognition will 
not solve all the problems. The University will have to start 
several Faculties which will require enormous funds. It might 
not be possible for the Government to bear all the financial 
burden. 'They may be requested to give substantial grants but 

m the public also shall have to come to the rescue to the 
University.
